N-9 can 
cause HIV 
infection

F or years, men and women have 
been using sexual lubricants and 
pre-'ubed condoms containing a sper¬ 
micidal detergent called nonoxynol-9 
(N-9) believing that they are protect¬ 
ing themselves from HIV and other 
sexually transmitted diseases. 

Now, it appears that they have 
been wrong. Dead wrong. 

And thus far, no public or private 
agency in San Francisco has taken steps 
to warn them about it, though one 
lube manufacturer has recently taken 
the substance out of their product. 

“N-9 has now been proven inef¬ 
fective against HIV transmission, 
[and] the possibility of risk, with no 
benefit, indicates that N-9 should not 
be recommended as an effective 
means of HIV prevention,” read a 
“Dear Colleague” letter dated August 
4 from Dr. Helene Gayle, director of 
the National Center for HIV, STD, 
and TB Prevention of the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

N-9, a spermicide approved by the 
Food and Drug Administration for 
use as a contraceptive, is widely added 
to many sexual lubricants and con¬ 
doms. Although it was previously be¬ 
lieved that the chemical could reduce 
the risk of HIV infection, the additive 
could actually be leaving consumers 
more vulnerable to infection by cre¬ 
ating perforations in the vaginal or 
rectal walls. 

“Anyone currently using N-9 as a 
microbicide to protect themselves 
from HIV transmission during anal 
intercourse should be informed of the 
ineffectiveness of this agent and 
warned of the potential risk of this 
practice,” said Gayle. 

Gayle’s letter was prompted by a 
study of over 1,000 African female sex 
workers, in which half of the women 
were given a gel laced with N-9, and the 
other half were given a placebo gel that 
appeared to be identical, but contained 
no N-9. Both groups of women in the 
study, sponsored by the Joint United 
Nations Programme on AIDS, were re¬ 
portedly encouraged to use condoms,

I t is a little unnerving for a billboard - 
particularly one on the edge of a gay dis¬ 
trict - to boldly advertise the word, “Ho- 
mocide.” That’s Homo-cide, as in the 
murder of homos, not “Homicide” as the bill¬ 
board was supposed to have read. 

The billboard - sponsored by AT&T Cable 
Services and meant to promote a popular 
show available through cable programming 
on Court TV - loomed above 7th and Harri¬ 
son streets for more than a week. It was re¬ 
moved last Friday, September 1, more than a 
few days after an anonymous city resident 
placed a call to complain. The billboard also 
graced four additional skylines across the city, 
according to AT&T representatives. 

AT&T officials, when contacted by the Bay 
Area Reporter , were appalled to learn of the 
billboard’s content. 

“Good lord that doesn’t sound like us,” 
Burke Stinson, a spokesman for AT&T adver¬ 
tising at the main offices in New Jersey, told 
the B.A.R. “I can assure you it is nothing we’d 
do, for two reasons: we are a forerunner in 


non-discrimination policy that dates back to 
the 1970s, and secondly, I’d like to think we 
know how to spell.” 

“If it’s a vandal we’ll patch it,” said Stin¬ 
son, “and if it’s more severe, like an error in 
design, we’ll do something about it.” 

That was the question that the B.A.R. had 
for AT&T: was this billboard, in fact, the re¬ 
sult of a mass-produced typo, and did a sign 
hang in every city and small town across the 
country promoting Homocide? 

The only Homocide billboards were in 
San Francisco, according to Andrew Johnson, 
executive director of communications for 
AT&T Broadband. All five have since been re¬ 
moved and/or fixed. 

As for whether the billboard was a mis¬ 
spelling, Johnson’s answer seemed a bit ominous. 

“I don’t know if I would characterize it as a 
misspelling,” Johnson told the B.A.R. “Here’s 
what we do know: when the artwork left our 
department, it had the correct spelling. Some 
place in between the ad agency and billboard 
company, changes were made. We don’t know 
exactly where or why. But we signed off on 
something that said ‘homicide,’ and we’ve dou¬ 
ble and triple checked our records on that.” 


Johnson would not say that there had 
been a deliberate altering of the word, but he 
also wouldn’t rule it out. 

“All I can tell you is that we’ve taken the 
necessary steps to make sure it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen again,” he said. “We are not doing busi¬ 
ness with either the advertising agency or the 
billboard company until they can guarantee 
us that certain procedures are in place.” 

The advertising agency handling “Homo¬ 
cide” was San Francisco’s Wolfe/Doyle, and 
the billboard company involved was Infinity, 
a division of Outdoor Systems Inc. 

Outdoor Systems manager Lew Lillian 
told the B.A.R. that the billboard company is 
responsible only for pasting up the finished 
advertisement. 

“It must have happened at the printer. All 
we do is hang things up, and those guys usu¬ 
ally don’t look at what they’re hanging,” said 
Lillian. “I can tell you that we were absolute¬ 
ly horrified to learn of the situation.” 

Andrew Clarke, the general manager for 
Wolfe/Doyle, told the B.A.R. that in fact the 
billboard error was his company’s fault. 

“We sent out an error, an old file,” said 
Clarke. “Obviously we are extremely sorry 
about this, and have made financial repara¬ 
tions and are conducting an internal investi¬ 
gation to see how this happened.” 

Clarke also added that Wolfe/Doyle often 
does pro bono work for many gay and AIDS 
related causes, and that the typo was not a 
malicious one. 

“We have always worked with all of San 
Francisco’s diverse communities,” he said. T

T he 10th annual convention of 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Journalists Association kicks 
off today (Thursday, September 7) 
in San Francisco with a talk from 
David Talbot, founder and editor- 
in-chief of Salon.com, and a show¬ 
ing of Margaret Cho’s live concert 
film, I'm the One That I Want.

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Gay man killed in 
intersection was happy 
with life, friends say

F riends say this may have been 
the best time of Barry “Beau” 
Gumb’s life. 

At 31, he was a very successful 
recruiter for the San Francisco 
high tech corporation, Inteliant. 
Last month, he purchased a home 
in San Francisco. Gumb had re¬ 
cently come out to his mother and 
was very comfortable being open¬ 
ly gay for the first time in his life. 

“He was extremely happy and 
in a good place in his life,” said 
best friend and former roommate 
Rod Seymore. “He had a lot of 
friends who really loved him.” 

Seymore last saw Gumb in his 
new home in Hayes Valley on Sat¬ 
urday, August 26. The next night, 
Gumb went out with a group of 
friends. 

He was walking alone across 
Market Street at 16th at 12:45 a.m. 
on Monday, August 28, when he 
was struck by a hit-and-run dri¬ 
ver. He was rushed to San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital with massive 
head injuries. 

When Seymore and two other 
friends arrived at the hospital later 
that morning, they were told there 
was no hope. Gumb was kept alive 
on machines until his parents ar-

rived at his bedside that night. They 
wished him goodnight and good¬ 
bye. At 9 p.m., Gumb officially be¬ 
came the 22nd pedestrian killed on 
San Francisco streets this year. 

Last Friday, a memorial service 
was held for Gumb in Charleston, 
South Carolina, where he was 
raised and his family still lives. A 
second public memorial will be 
held for him today (Thursday, 
September 7), at San Franciscos 
Grace Cathedral Church at 3:30 
p.m. Gumb was a member of the 
Grace Cathedral congregation and 


attended the noon Holy Eucharist 
service there almost daily. 

A makeshift memorial was put 
in place across from the scene of 
the accident, next to the Metro 
Bar and Restaurant where 16th, 
Noe, and Market streets intersect. 
Gumb’s picture was sealed in a Zi- 
plock bag and taped to a light 
pole. An outline of a body was 
drawn on the street. It read: “8-28- 
00. Man 31. Killed here in traffic. 
Drunk Driver. Hit 8c Run.” 

Police said that the hit-and- 
run driver, Jaswinder Singh, was 
drunk and ran away after the ac¬ 
cident, leaving behind his female 
passenger. The San Bruno resident 
was found four hours later hiding 
in the light well at the home of his 
passenger in the Sunset District. 
Singh had a prior misdemeanor 
DUI conviction in 1994, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

Police said that Gumb crossed 
against the light and was running 
across Market Street when he was 
hit. 

“I think he just misjudged it,” 
SFPD Inspector Jim Ramsey told 
the B.A.R. “He thought he could 
make it. He got about two-thirds 
of the way across when he was hit.” 

Singh was released on $25,500 
bail on Monday, August 28, the

lthough California has now 
officially declared marriage 
as valid “only between a 
man and a woman,” San Francisco 
attorney Waukeen McCoy is pre¬ 
dicting that gay and lesbian cou¬ 
ples will think twice about dis¬ 
missing their relationships once 
he’s done with the legal system. 

What may have been just a 
typical gay drama at love’s end has 
been transformed into a poten¬ 
tially landmark case challenging 
the state’s definition of marriage.

C alifornia’s legislative session 
wrapped up with some vic¬ 
tories as well as some dis¬ 
appointments for the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munities, with the passing of a 
handful of significant statewide 
gains and the defeat of an impor¬ 
tant bill that would have prohib¬ 
ited discrimination in employ¬ 
ment and housing against trans¬ 
genders. What’s most disturbing, 
according to an e-mail exchange 
between Assemblyman Fred Kee- 
ley’s office and several LGBT ad¬ 
vocates, is that the transgender 
non-discrimination bill, AB2142, 
appears to have been recom¬ 
mended for veto by Governor 
Gray Davis’s secretary of the Cab¬ 
inet, Susan Kennedy, a lesbian. 

AB2142, by Keeley (D-Santa 
Cruz), never had an easy time. 
The bill passed the Assembly but 
was defeated in the Senate judi¬ 
ciary Committee because it need¬ 
ed a fifth vote. According to Kee- 


Equality reported that the follow¬ 
ing CAPE-supported bills have 
successfully passed the Legisla¬ 
ture: 

• AB1785, by Assemblyman 
Antonio Villaraigosa (D-Mt. 
Washington), requires public 
schools to include the reporting 
of hate-motivated incidents and 
hate crimes on the standard crime 
reporting form. The bill also re¬ 
vises the state curriculum to in¬ 
clude human relations education. 

• AB 1851, by Assemblyman 
John Longville (D-Rialto), is the 
infamous tranny bill that failed in 
committee but eventually passed 
both houses. The bill, largely 
noncontroversial, simply changes 
administrative policy so that 
post-operative transsexuals who 
are new state residents, and those 
who were born here but have 
since moved out of the state, can 
obtain new legal identification. 
New birth certificates for trans¬ 
sexuals are currently readily 
available to those born and still 
living here; AB 1851 simply estab¬ 
lishes procedures for those left

ley’s office, that fifth vote was 
eventually secured. Keeley’s office 
was confident it could get the bill 
out of the Senate as long as it was 
not considered “veto bait” by the 
governor’s office, and according 
to the e-mail circulated by Kee- 
ley’s office, “Ann Richardson in 
the governor’s office assured us 
that this was not the case, and 
that she was recommending the 
governor support the bill.” 

“Before Assemblymember 
Keeley could get the vote set,” the 
e-mail continued, “Ann called and 
said things had changed and that 
Cabinet Secretary Susan Kennedy 
was recommending a veto.” 

Not surprisingly, attempts by 
the Bay Area Reporter to secure a 
comment from Kennedy were 
unsuccessful. 

Roger Salazar in the gover¬ 
nor’s office told the B.A.R. that 
Davis’s staff members “generally 
don’t comment on legislation” 
before it reaches Davis’s desk. 

AB2142 is on “pause” until 
next session, and Boyce Hinman 
of the Lambda Letters Project 
noted that it made remarkable 
progress for such a short period 
of time. 

“A total of 46 state legislators 
voted for the bill. The bill also 
drew support from over 26 reli¬ 
gious bodies, labor unions, and 
lobbying organizations repre¬ 
senting people of color,” said 
Hinman. “It took almost 18 years 
to pass AB 1001, the bill that bans 
sexual orientation discrimination 
in California.” 

Other bills favoring the LGBT 
community did make it to the 
governor’s desk, however. Cali¬ 
fornia Alliance for Pride and

• AB 1856, by Assemblywoman 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), 
expressly provides that under the 
Fair Employment and Housing 
Act, employees may be held civil¬ 
ly liable for harassment of other 
employees based on race, reli¬ 
gion, national origin, ancestry, 
disability, medical condition, 
marital status, sex, age, or sexual 
orientation. 

• AB1931, by Assemblyman 
Jack Scott (D-Altadena), estab¬ 
lishes and funds hate violence 
programs and trainings in public 
schools. 

• AB2421, by Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden (D-San Francis¬ 
co), cleans up the language in the 
previous domestic partner bill to 
clarify that only one member of 
an opposite sex couple must be 
over the age of 62 to register. 

• SB1149, by Senator Tom 
Hayden (D-Los Angeles), extends 
the Family Rights Act to allow 
any employee working for a com¬ 
pany with more than 50 employ¬ 
ees to take family and medical 
leave to care for an ill adult child, 
grandparent, sibling, or regis¬ 
tered domestic partner. A similar 
bill was vetoed by Davis in May 
of this year for including non¬ 
family members. 

• SB1410, by Senator Jackie 
Speier (D-Hillsborough), allows 
San Mateo County to extend 
death and survivor’s benefits to 
the domestic partners of their 
employees. 

• SB2025, by Senator John 
Burton (D-San Francisco), ex¬ 
tends FEHA definitions into the 
Civil Service Act, thereby includ¬ 
ing sexual orientation as one of 


the prohibited bases in discrimi¬ 
natory employment practices. 

There were also, of course, 
some very bad bills defeated this 
legislative session. One such bill, 
thanks to the righteous creativity 
of Senators Dick Monteith (R- 
Modesto) and Richard Mountjoy 
(R-Monrovia), would have re¬ 
quired the Department of Motor 
Vehicles to issue special license 
plates depicting the Boy Scouts 
and proclaiming, "Scouting 
teaches values.” Another defeated 
bill, by Assemblyman George 
House (R-Hughson), would have 
granted every parent the funda¬ 
mental right to control care and 
custody of their children. This 
bill would have affected LGBT 
custody cases as well as allowed 
little Johnny to be exempt from 
anti-hate messages at school if his 
parents wished. 

Overall, the legislative session 
proved fruitful, now that the 
LGBT communities have accept¬ 
ed the fact that progress will 
come incrementally. LGBT advo¬ 
cates are still holding their collec¬ 
tive breath until Davis signs or 
vetoes the bills; he has a month to 
decide. Most advocates expressed 
optimism that at least a few new 
pro-gay laws will soon be on the 
books. T 
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A foot in the Bush 


T raditionally, the fall presidential cam¬ 
paign begins with Labor Day, this 
country’s salute to working men and 
women. One incident that occurred in Illi¬ 
nois involving Republican presidential can¬ 
didate George W. Bush and his running 
mate Dick Cheney shows once again why 
this pair of wealthy Texas oilmen is not 
ready to run the country. 

Before beginning a speech in Naperville, 
Illinois, Bush spotted veteran New York 
Times reporter Adam Clymer in the crowd; 
Clymer was on assignment for the paper, 
working on Labor Day. “There’s Adam Cly¬ 
mer. Major league asshole from the New 
York Times,” Bush said to Cheney. “Oh, yes. 
Big time,” Cheney replied. The problem for 
Bush, however, was that his so-called whis¬ 
pered aside to his running mate was broad¬ 
cast on an open microphone. While Bush 
has promised to be “plain-spoken,” he car¬ 
ried that too far with his disparaging com¬ 
ment. 

The most telling thing from this over¬ 
heard exchange, however, is how Bush re¬ 
acted once he became aware that virtually 
every media outlet had picked up on his 
vulgar comment. Did he apologize? No. 
Rather, he said, “I regret that a private com¬ 
ment I made to the vice presidential candi¬ 
date made it to the public airwaves.” In 
other words, he apologized that his com¬ 
ments were overheard by others, but he 
failed to apologize for those comments, or 
to Clymer for that matter. 

And, as bad as Bush looked, Cheney 
sucking up like a “yes man” came off worse 
with his blind agreement to Bush’s com¬ 
ment. Oh yeah, Bush and Cheney are sup¬ 
posed to be taking the high road; they talk 
constantly about restoring “honor and dig¬ 
nity” to the White House. Well, when push 
comes to shove and they’re a little behind 
in the polls, look what happens, we get 
treated to whispered asides and negative at¬ 
tack ads. 

For its part, the New York Times editors 
were baffled. The newspaper has never 
heard from the Bush campaign regarding 
Clymer. 

We’re happy that voters, thanks to the 
media, heard Bush’s comment, for it shows 
that neither he nor Cheney are the “com¬ 
passionate” conservatives they claim to be, 
rather, that they are mean-spirited. All of 
the photo ops of Bush with babies, small 
children, and others will not convince us 
that this former baseball team owner is 


ready to run the country. Is Bush in the 
habit of using such vulgarities to describe 
members of the press? What will he say 
about foreign leaders or elected officials in 
this country? Don’t forget, he didn’t even 
know the names of several foreign leaders 
when quizzed by a television re¬ 
porter some months ago. 

When someone rises in 
American politics to the level of 
running for president, it usually 
demonstrates leadership and the 
ability to communicate with all 
groups of people. Obviously, reporters 
are looking deep into how Texas is 
functioning as a state since 
Bush is the governor there; 
and the scrutiny is fair game. 

After all, Texas’ problems and 
how they are solved or not solved offers an 
important window into how Bush governs. 
For example, we know that Texas executes 
more prisoners than any other state. And 
we know that last week, a judge ruled that 
Texas had failed to abide by a 1996 consent 
decree to provide appropriate health care 
for more than 1.5 million Texas children 
who were eligible for Medicaid. Cheney’s 
record of helping children isn’t much bet¬ 
ter, since he voted against the successful 
Head Start program when he was in Con¬ 


gress. 

And that’s what Clymer has been doing: 
writing stories about how things are going 
in Texas; it doesn’t look pretty, and Bush 
probably wishes he and the other reporters 
would just go away. 

So, Bush and his administration have 
broken a promise to help children in 
Texas; yet on the campaign trail, Bush 
puts education and children first. If 
he can’t do it at home, how can he do 
it if he’s elected president? 

Finally, to further insult the Amer¬ 
ican people, Bush is trying to weasel 
( out of the three debates organized 
by the Commission on Presi¬ 
dential Debates. Bush wants 
two hand-picked moderators 
- Tim Russert of NBC and 
CNN’s Larry King - to televise debates that 
would be seen by far fewer people. It shows 
us that Bush is not looking forward to de¬ 
bating A1 Gore, and that, too, says some¬ 
thing about Bush. While Gore is currently 
ahead in the polls, many Americans have 
said that they won’t make up their minds 
until after the debates. In what promises to 
be a close race, the three presidential com¬ 
mission debates are necessary; after those 
are agreed upon, the candidates can debate 
in other settings as much as they want. T 




Pentagon reforms won’t work

A fter a panel appointed by Secretary of 
Defense William Cohen outlined its 
strategy for curtailing anti-gay ha¬ 
rassment, observers expressed optimism 
that the Pentagon will be able to curb abus¬ 
es that gay men and lesbians encounter dur¬ 
ing their military service. While the panel’s 
recommendations signal official concern for 
the problem, the proposed reforms will not 
work. Violence against gay men and lesbians 
will continue as long as homosexuality re¬ 
mains grounds for expulsion from the 
armed forces. 

According to the policy known as “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell,” the military can fire homo¬ 
sexuals if it discovers their identity. The pro¬ 
posed reforms will not work because they 
cannot prevent attackers from threatening 
to accuse victims of homosexuality if they 
report assaults. A 1996 University of Chica¬ 
go study says that threatening to label a fe¬ 
male victim of abuse as a lesbian is the most 
prevalent form of sexual harassment in the 
armed forces. 

The crux of the proposed reforms is that 
officers who receive complaints about abuse 
must not ask victims about sexual orienta¬ 
tion. What the reforms fail to acknowledge 
is that military doctors, psychologists, in¬ 
spectors general, and law enforcement offi¬ 
cials who turn in gay and lesbian soldiers 
seeking their help are only part of the reason 
why homosexual victims cannot report 


abuse safely. The possibility that their at¬ 
tackers will accuse them of homosexuality 
is an equally powerful deterrent to report¬ 
ing harassment. 

Gay men and lesbians are vulnerable to 
their attackers’ accusation because gossip 
and hearsay are perfectly legal and com¬ 
monly used justifications for discharge. To 
make matters worse, gestures and body 
language can count as an admission 
of homosexuality according to offi¬ 
cial military policy. Incredibly, mil¬ 
itary courts regard these ill-defined 
gestures as “statements” that in turn 
create a legal presumption that the 
soldier engages in gay sex. In other 
words, military laws and 
regulations allow false ru¬ 
mors of ambiguous body 
language to constitute 
legal proof of homosexuality. It should 
come as no surprise that when victims con¬ 
template whether or not to report harass¬ 
ment, they must consider the very real pos¬ 
sibility that their attackers will spread ru¬ 
mors that they are homosexual. 

Official guidelines offer no protection 
against this possibility. According to official 
Air Force policy, for example, a report of ha¬ 
rassment cannot form the basis of an in¬ 
quiry into the victim’s sexual orientation. 
However, if evidence of the victim’s sexual¬ 
ity comes to light during an examination of 
alleged harassment, a commander may 
launch a new investigation that targets the 
victim’s sexual orientation. Since gossip 


counts as evidence of homosexuality, it is 
easy for accused attackers to spread rumors 
that end his victim’s military career. 

In Canada, the 1992 decision to allow 
gays and lesbians to serve in the military ef¬ 
fectively eliminated anti-gay harassment. 
After the military lifted its ban, violence 
against homosexuals disappeared and over 
the next three years, none of the 905 assaults 
in the Canadian Forces involved gay bash¬ 
ing or could be attributed to the sexual ori¬ 
entation of the victim. Since Israel 
lifted its gay ban in 1993 there 
have been no cases of violence 
against gay and lesbian soldiers. 
As was the case in Canada 
and Israel, the elimina¬ 
tion of the gay ban is the 
key to curtailing abuse of 
gay men and lesbians in 
the U.S. military. Pentagon leaders should 
be commended for beginning to take the 
problem of anti-gay harassment seriously. 
But partial solutions will not make a serious 
dent in the problem as long as perpetrators 
believe that victims will not report them. 
While partial reforms may be symbolically 
important, the violence will continue as 
long as homosexuality remains grounds for 
military discharge. ▼

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Use a condom - every time 

Let me begin by saying that the decision to write 
this letter was a very difficult one. The opinions I am 
about to express will no doubt be very unpopular. 
Should they be printed, I will probably suffer, at the 
very least, a nasty backlash, and may in fact lose a few 
friends. But I read your lengthy article “Barebacking, 
top to bottom”, especially part 2 regarding “harm re¬ 
duction”, and I was very moved to respond. 

I understand and appreciate that the overall point 
of the article was that the current safer sex message 
promulgated by the AIDS education establishments, 
isn’t reaching everyone. There are fears that HIV 
transmission rates are on the rise again, and bare¬ 
backing is a reality in our community, whether we 
choose to acknowledge it or not. It seems to have be¬ 
come very un-‘pc’ of late to even use the phrase, “ a 
condom every time.” But I think the AIDS education 
infrastructure that our community has built over the 
past two decades and the many, many individuals who 
have labored so hard and so long to get that message 
out, underestimate the vast amount of good that it has 
done. I would submit that the reason I, and many oth¬ 
ers like me, am alive and healthy today, is due to the 
phrase “Use a condom every time.” 

I am lucky in a way. I was 17 years old in 1986 
when I first started becoming sexually active. At that 
point, AIDS was already a dire reality for all gay men. 
The epidemic had taken a ravishing toll on this com¬ 
munity and we had responded quickly and decisively 
with a clear and absolute strategy to sur¬ 
vival. “ Use a condom - every time you 
have sex.” I am not interested in debating 
the politics of the message, its origin, and 
whether or not it was oppressive. The 
simple facts are, we as a community were 
under siege, and here was a solution 
that worked. It was impossible as a teen 
growing up in the 1980s, not to have 
that message drilled into your head. 

More importantly, it was impossible for me to ap¬ 
proach my first sexual experience with a man without 
considering that advice. I made a decision early on, 
before I was even having anal intercourse, that when 
I did choose to experience that, I would use a con¬ 
dom. It was very difficult at the age of 17, when ap¬ 
proached by older, more experienced men who en¬ 
couraged me to engage in unprotected sex, to hold to 
that decision. One the major factors that allowed me 
to do so, was the clear, consistent and authoritative 
voice of the AIDS education establishment. 

It is 14 years later, and much has changed. We as a 
community have matured. We understand a lot more 
about HIV. There are treatments. People are living 
longer, healthier lives. This disease is no longer decimat¬ 
ing the gay community. During the course of those years, 
I have had anal intercourse, both as a top and a bottom, 
with more men than it-is probably appropriate to men¬ 
tion in polite conversation. I have never, however, had 
unprotected anal intercourse. Lately, I find myself almost 
apologetic about this fact. I find it is so frequently met 
with distrust, disdain, and occasionally outrage that I 
rarely share this fact about myself with people in San 
Francisco. However, such was the power of that simple 
message of my youth “Use a condom - every time.” 

Now I am confronted with increasing signs of a 
new message being embraced by our community. I’m 
not even sure this new message has really been cap¬ 
tured in a catch phrase yet. “Unprotected sex may be 
okay sometimes, if you’re a negative top, or positive 
bottom, and you or your partner discuss your status, 
and douche before hand or maybe after, but only with 
certain liquids, and you do it Kansas, and you don’t 
use poppers, or other drugs, and you pull out, and get 
tested, and your partner doesn’t have any STDs, and 
his viral load is low enough, or maybe not, and you get 
lucky. Of course, there’s not really any clinical proof of 
any of this, so maybe you should consider using a con¬ 
dom.” As unpopular as it maybe to point out, I some¬ 
how doubt that this message is going to leave the same 
lasting impression on the youth of today. 

I appreciate that the point of this new message is to 
fix some problems with the old one. The previous 
message is becoming worn out, and it simply isn’t 
reaching everyone. But I fear that this attempt to “fix” 
the education our youth receives will undermine it en¬ 
tirely. There is, and should be, some room for absolutes 
when we are dealing with the health and well being of 
our gay youth. Unpopular or not, the fact remains, that 
using a condom every time largely prevents HIV trans¬ 
mission. How can we as community stop relating this 
message to our youth and instead offer untested, un¬ 
substantiated “harm reduction” techniques? I can’t 
help feeling that teaching harm reduction is a little like 
teaching a Russian roulette addict the proper way to 
hold the pistol, so that when it eventually goes off he’ll 
only be seriously maimed, not killed. 

I am not an expert on HIV transmissions. I have 
never been an AIDS educator nor received training in 
the complex fields of disease management or public 
health. I write this letter only in the hopes that it may 
spark some more conversations within our commu¬ 
nity about what messages we want to present to our 
youth about HIV prevention.

It is with a major amount of concern, 
tinged with sadness that I find myself 
having to respond to the B.A.R.’s recent 
coverage concerning the unfortunate 
death of Curtis Oliver Jr., a former client 
of “Matt’s Place,” as well as some of the comments ex¬ 
pressed in the letter “Keep it quiet” in the August 31 
issue. 

When the shelter was operating out of Golden 
Gate MCC, I was one of many volunteers who 
worked to provide all of the clients with help, refer¬ 
rals, for jobs and or drug treatment, assistance in 
meeting their basic human needs, both physical, so¬ 
cial, psychological, and on some occasions spiritual. 
I had numerous occasions over an extended period 
of time to get to know Curtis, to talk with him about 
his life, goals .dreams, plans for the future, etc. In 
short I was granted the privilege of learning about 
and knowing a young man who was, loving, opin¬ 
ionated, funny, talented, and who had a very strong 
desire to better his situation and from what I could 
see, despite his “problems” with drugs was working 
very hard to change. 

The B.A.R.’s subsequent coverage surrounding the 
circumstances of his death, the ways (rightly or 
wrongly) in which the situation was handled seems to 
smack of “sensationalism” at its best and an out and 
out attack on MCC-SF and Ms. Walling at its worst as 
well as what was trying to be accomplished by this 
desperately needed project, that being providing help 
to “our community’s” troubled youth. Something 
which to date I might add is still needed. 

Yes, perhaps there should have been training in 
CPR for the staff of the shelter, perhaps the sirens 
should have been used, the alternative of Curtis 
dying with the probable chance of any help coming 
far too late in my mind would have been far greater 
had he been on the streets then in a place where 
there was every possible attempt made to provide a 
place of safety, comfort, and the amount of “dignity” 
that every human being is entitled to - homeless or 
not. 

And as for “keeping it quiet,” MCC has done and 
will continue to work toward doing more for the 
homeless youth of our community. I wonder if the 
writer of that letter can say that he has done the same?

Ex-Gold’s member weighs in

I don’t like feeling as if I am being policed and that 
my innocent, playful, and natural homoeroticism is 
viewed by the management as lewd behavior. I am not 
arguing that a gym should be a sex club, rather that 
there is nothing wrong, shameful, or inappropriate for 
gay men to overtly enjoy the obvious homoerotic 
charge of the gym environment. 

What bothers me the most about all of this is not 
Gold’s behavior but the suspicion that it unfortu¬ 
nately reflects the growing de-sexing of the Castro.

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George W. Bush trails 
in polls, goes on attack

O ne day after he was telling a 
Louisville, Kentucky, audi¬ 
ence that American politics 
“doesn’t have to and should not be 
mean and ugly,” Texas Governor 
George W. Bush, who had been 
publicly saying that “voters are 
tired of negative campaigns” last 
week suddenly changed gears and 
authorized a negative attack ad 
against Vice President Al Gore 
that’s running on television in 17 
states. 

Bush, who has watched his 
onetime lead in the national polls 
evaporate following the Democra¬ 
tic convention, now appears 
concerned at what seems 
to be a surge in Gore’s 
support. After violating 
his own often-repeated 
vow to keep his cam¬ 
paign positive, he per¬ 
sonally approved the 
attack ad aimed at 
Gore’s charac¬ 
ter, mocking an 
appearance by 
the vice presi¬ 
dent at the now-infamous 1996 
fund raising event at Southern 
California Buddhist temple, and 
chiding Gore for claiming to have 
invented the Internet. 

Clearly concerned about his 
continual slip in polls, Bush, by 
going negative so early in this 
campaign, signals not only the ob¬ 
vious nervousness in the Bush 
camp, but his approval of this lat¬ 
est ad days after canceling anoth¬ 
er negative ad aimed at Gore ex¬ 
poses a rift within the Republican 
camp that seems to be widening as 
Bush’s poll numbers go down. The 
Houston Chronicle, a supporter of 
the Texas governor in past cam¬ 
paigns, suggested this week that 
the Bush camp’s decision to go 
negative indicates that the confi¬ 
dence of Bush and his top advis¬ 
ers has been shaken by the reversal 
in polls. 

Nearly all of the leading na¬ 
tional polls show the presidential 
race in a statistical dead heat, al¬ 
though the respected Newsweek 
poll, one that had Bush in the lead 
for months - this week has Gore 
leading the Texas Governor 49 
percent to 39 percent with Green 
Party nominee Ralph Nader at 3 
percent and the Reform Party’s 
Pat Buchanan at 1 percent. 

National reporters reminded 
Bush this week that after months 
of condemning negative cam¬ 
paigns and calling for “positive 
campaigns” most of the summer, 
it was Bush himself who had sud¬ 
denly changed his mind and took 
to the television airwaves in a per¬ 
sonal attack ad on the vice presi¬ 
dent. Bush brushed aside re¬ 
porters’ criticism by labeling the 
anti-Gore ad as being only “hu¬ 
morous” adding that it was in fact 
meant to be only “tongue in 
cheek.” Indeed, while Bush has 
heretofore based his campaign in 
part on presenting himself as a 
sunny, optimistic politician who 
wants to return “civility to the po¬ 
litical discourse” of Washington, 
the GOP nominee was quickly 
finding himself the subject of crit¬ 
icism, some from members of the 
national press who had previous¬ 
ly reported his “new look at posi¬ 
tive politics” as being somewhat 
refreshing. 

The Gore campaign, quick to 
react to the first television attack 


ad of the campaign, predicted that 
the ad would likely backfire on 
Bush, particularly since the ad ap¬ 
pears to be based on personal at¬ 
tacks and not on policy differ¬ 
ences. One top Gore aide said that 
“Governor Bush is obviously talk¬ 
ing out of both sides of his mouth 
and has now lost all credibility 
about running his promised posi¬ 
tive campaign.” Bush himself 
seemed a little ill at ease discussing 
the ad with reporters; after being 
repeatedly questioned why he 
suddenly went negative, Bush 
again nervously suggested that he 
found the ad “humorous,” but 
quickly asked: “Any questions on 
any other subject?” Bush cam¬ 
paign operatives also 
seemed annoyed at 
some of the television 
news show talking 
heads, many of 
whom had previous¬ 
ly praised the “sunny, 
positive” Bush of the 
past, for pointing out 
during Sun¬ 
day’s televi¬ 
sion shows 
that it was 
Bush, after watching the reversal 
in polls, who decided to go nega¬ 
tive first. 

Meanwhile, the officials at the 
nonpartisan Commission on 
Presidential Debates this week 
turned down Bush’s attempt to re¬ 
vise the locations and schedules 
for three October presidential de¬ 
bates that the Bush campaign had 
tried to modify. 

With the Labor Day weekend 
the official start of the presidential 
campaign, Gore spent the holiday 
weekend crisscrossing the country 
on a tour that took him to eight 
states, while Bush spent the same 
time campaigning in midwestern 
swing states with his veep nomi¬ 
nee, Richard Cheney. 

Cheney, incidentally, has been 
taking some criticism from GOP 
national strategists who say pri¬ 
vately that he is a lackluster cam¬ 
paigner on the stump. One net¬ 
work anchor this week pointed 
out the difference in style between 
the veep candidates by saying that 
Democrat Joe Lieberman clearly 
enjoys campaigning and comes off 
as a “Jewish Hubert Humphrey 
who voters like personally and 
warm up to easily while Cheney 
seems stiff and uncomfortable on 
the campaign trail” adding that 
“the guy reminds me of a regal 
Henry Cabot Lodge” (Richard 
Nixon’s staid 1960 running mate 
who everyone loved to hate). 

The presidential race, eight 
weeks before the election, is still 
thought to be up for grabs, but 
there were clearly signs of concern 
in the Bush camp this week as 
Gore continues to lead in most 
polls, and the decision by Bush to 
go on the attack shows concern in 
the Bush campaign. While the 
lead could change back and forth 
before November 7, the Gore 
campaign seemed to be hitting it 
right, at least for the time being. 

Politics and people 

A lesbian couple from Hous¬ 
ton plan to legally marry in Texas 
next month, a prospect that has 
stymied the Texas Christian Coali¬ 
tion and its social conservative al¬ 
lies. The two women, Robin 
Wicks and Jessica Wicks, plan 
to go to San Antonio where their 
attorney says the county clerk has 
promised the two women a mar¬ 


riage license. It would be the 
state’s first recognition of a lesbian 
marriage and it is made legal be¬ 
cause one of the women is trans¬ 
gender. In a gender case last year, 
the 4th Court of Appeals in San 
Antonio ruled in a wrongful death 
medical malpractice suit filed by a 
widow, Christie Littleton, who 
had had a sex-change operation. 
That court ruling blocked the suit 
by negating the widow’s seven- 
year marriage to the deceased 
man. The court said sex is deter¬ 
mined by chromosomes, not by 
gender reassignment surgery. 

Gay and lesbian political ac¬ 
tivists around the country are 
sprouting campaign buttons that 
read: “It’s the Supreme Court, Stu¬ 
pid!” reminding voters that the 
next president will possibly ap¬ 
point as many as four new high 
court justices, and pointing out 
that the current court recently 
voted 5-4 to allow the Boy Scouts 
to discriminate against gay-troop 
leaders. Bush has publicly said 
that conservative, anti-gay justices 
like Antonin Scalia and 
Clarence Thomas are his role 
models on the court, and he can 
be depended upon to appoint 
like-minded justices, if elected. 

The recently completed session 
of the state Legislature showed the 
power that our local delegation of 
John Burton, Carole Migden, 
and Kevin Shelley carries. Mean¬ 
while, the next mayoral race must 
be on the minds of some - my 
sources tell me that there were a 
couple of low-profile lunches this 
past weekend with political 
movers and shakers who are 
thinking ahead, and I know very 
well that Migden was at both of 
them. Hmmmm. 

When Supervisor Leslie Katz, 
herself a proven vote-getter, de¬ 
cided earlier this year not to run 
for the Board of Supes again there 
was some concern within the gay 
and lesbian community that they 
would lose a seat on the board. 
However, odds are now that the 
gay and lesbian community could 
end up with more than three 
supes after the fall election: Tom 
Ammiano is expected to win eas¬ 
ily in District 9; Mark Leno is the 
early favorite to win in District 8; 
Juanita Owens has a better-than- 
even chance of taking a seat in 
District 5; Lawrence Wong is a 
strong contender in District 3; 
Steven Currier has a chance in 
District 11, and Chris Ditten- 
hafer and Hank Wilson are 
strong candidates (Dittenhafer 
probably the early favorite) in Dis¬ 
trict 6. 

One of the more subtle issues 
of the current presidential cam¬ 
paign remains the Bill Clinton- 
Monica Lewinsky scandal and 
GOP veep nominee Dick Cheney 
manages to bring the issue up reg¬ 
ularly. Since Bush tapped Cheney 
as his running mate, Cheney has 
sounded th.e character theme in 
nearly every state where he has ap¬ 
peared. Looming like a ghost at 
almost every Cheney campaign 
stop has been the memory of 
Monica. Cheney never mentions 
her name, nor for that matter, 
does he mention Clinton’s, but 
when he continually urges voters, 
especially young voters, to value 
“self-restraint” and behave re¬ 
sponsibly “even when no one is 
looking,” Cheney’s allusion to the 
president’s affair with the former 
White House intern is clear. Ch-

Untruth in advertising

j| n response to four California 
j§ bills concerning education, the 
Ii Campaign for California Fam¬ 
ilies has taken out full-page ads in 
several newspapers, including the 
Fresno Bee and the Contra Costa 
Times, that direct people to con¬ 
tact their legislators and instruct 
them to vote against the bills. The 
ads are not fair discussions of the 
bills and are instead inflammatory 
rhetoric that distort the purpose of 
the bills, which are about protect¬ 
ing all students and making and 
keeping schools safe places. The 
CCF ads twist the legislation to be 
part of the “radical homosexual 
agenda” promoted by the “ho¬ 
mosexual lobby.” It also attempts 
to link California schools’ real 
problems of low test 
scores and the inability 
of students to read and 
do math to pro-diversi¬ 
ty legislation. 

Assembly Bill 1785 
reads “It should be the 
goal of the state to in¬ 
sure that students, 
teachers, administra¬ 
tors, and support staff appreciate 
and respect diversity, understand 
the roles and contributions of 
people of diverse groups, and are 
prepared to interact harmonious¬ 
ly, work productively, and thrive 
personally in a pluralistic society.” 
CCF claims this is “teaching kids 
their parents are ‘bigots,’ simply 
because they disagree with gay 
and lesbian ‘marriage.’” 

AB1931 includes sexual orien¬ 
tation as a group to be included in 
“fostering ethnic sensitivity, over¬ 
coming racism and prejudice, and 
countering hatred and intoler¬ 
ance.” CCF’s ads say this could 
cause schools to send children to 
gay and lesbian events. 

AB2000 creates a 13-member 
Commission on Human Rights to 
advise the governor about diversi¬ 
ty. CCF says this must be stopped 
so homosexuality is not “under 
the banner of‘tolerance.’” 

SB1326 concerns itself with 
hate crimes on school grounds 
that are based on a list of cate¬ 
gories, plus sexual orientation. 
CCF calls this promoting “homo¬ 
phobia” education to turn chil¬ 
dren against parents. 

Encourage the newspapers to 
use better judgment when accept¬ 
ing advertisements in the future. 
While groups such as CCF have 
the right to make the public aware 
of its positions on legislation, the 
ads still need to be an honest 
framing of what the legislation is 
about and not blatant, alarmist 
distortions aimed at defaming a 
group of people.

Columnist uses Boy Scouts 
issue to spread 
homophobia 

The Orlando SentineTs August 
27 edition has one of the most 
blatant misrepresentations of gay 
men seen in recent months. In his 
column, “It’s more apparent every 
day that nothing shocks folks 
anymore,” Charley Reese 
proves his own headline 
wrong by stringing to¬ 
gether a litany of anti¬ 
gay comments that is 
shocking indeed in its 
defamation and in that 
the Sentinel printed it. 

His topic is negative 
reactions to the Boy 
Scouts of America’s 
continued ban on gay 
men and boys participating in the 
organization. He writes that this 
reaction is wrong and is a sure in¬ 
dication of the decline of civiliza¬ 
tion. According to Reese, to push 
for the BSA to end its discrimina¬ 
tion is to “cave in to the sodomite 
lobby and its politically correct al¬ 
lies who apparently believe that 
everything must be tolerated ex¬ 
cept decency.” 

In addition to the pejorative 
word “sodomite” being used 
throughout the article, gay men 
are also linked to the National 
Man Boy Love Association, a 
group the overall gay community 
does not support or endorse in any 
way; pagans; Nazis; and the old 
standby - pedophiles. “Although 
not all pedophiles are homosexual, 
a great many pedophiles are ho¬ 
mosexual, and the Scouts have a 
responsibility to protect their 
young members,” he writes. 

The facts are that the great ma¬ 
jority of pedophiles are heterosex¬ 
ual men pursuing young girls. 
Most outrageous is when Reese 
uses necrophile^ (people who like 
to have sex with dead bodies) 
seeking jobs at funeral homes as a 
comparison to gay men and boys 
wanting to participate in BSA ac¬ 
tivities. The link is odious and can 
only be categorized as despicable. 

GLAAD does not often single 
out editorials and opinion pieces, 
but this example of defamation 
and vitriol cannot go without 
comment, especially because it has 
been picked up by King Features 
for syndication to multiple outlets. 

Contact the Orlando Sentinel 
and King Features to express your 
concern about their lack of pru¬ 


dence. While continued coverage 
about the BSA is welcomed and 
necessary, attack pieces like this do 
nothing to further the debate and 
only generate fear and hatred to¬ 
ward gay men.

Denver Post uncovers 
domestic violence 

The Denver Post has been look¬ 
ing at family violence throughout 
the year. The August 20 edition 
tackles the tough topic of domes¬ 
tic violence within the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munity. In a three-article package 
piece starting on the front page, 
staff writer Kevin Simpson reports 
on the issue from many angles 
and includes interviews with ex¬ 
perts from around the nation. 

What is revealed is how often 
domestic violence between same- 
sex couples goes unreported or mis- 
reported, even though it appears at 
the same frequency, about one in 
four, as between opposite-sex cou¬ 
ples. Simpson details how same-sex 
couples must often face such things 
as homophobia at law enforcement 
and social agencies, and consider 
consequences of being identified as 
openly gay or lesbian. Simpson 
writes: “Violence tarnishes relation¬ 
ships of all types. But with gay and 
lesbian relationships, several factors 
- social, practical and political - 
conspired to stuff it into a closet 
within the closet.” Because of these 
factors, most victims of same-sex 
domestic violence have little or no 
support services. 

Simpson also covers how solv¬ 
ing the issue is hampered not only 
by a lack of awareness by the over¬ 
all population, but also by the 
LGBT community’s desire to “not 
air its dirty laundry.” Several ex¬ 
perts offer explanations for this 
stance and also make suggestions 
on how to bring the issue to light 
so it can be solved. 

While the articles have the po¬ 
tential to make some LGBT read¬ 
ers uncomfortable, by running 
them the Post is helping to start 
the dialogue toward obtaining 
equal rights and services for com¬ 
munity members experiencing 
domestic violence. Simpson 
quotes Peter DiLeo, who works 
with gay male batterers as a coun¬ 
selor with Abusive Men Exploring

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Explaining Log Cabin’s 
Bush endorsement

ow could they? 

The Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans’ endorsement of 
George W. Bush has drawn criti¬ 
cism from Fire Island to the Cas¬ 
tro. Gay political groups, notably 
the Human Rights Campaign, 
blasted LCR. The critics not only 
disagreed with the endorsement 
but seemed dumbfounded by it. 
Yet even if A1 Gore is objective¬ 
ly the better choice for gays, 
the endorsement of Bush 
advances gay equality. 

There are three possi¬ 
ble explanations for the en¬ 
dorsement. The first is the ig¬ 
norance theory: gay 
Republicans must be 
unaware of the candi¬ 
dates’ differences. 

This theory reminds everyone that 
Bush supports anti-gay sodomy 
laws, opposes allowing openly gay 
people to serve in the military, and 
opposes gay adoptions. On each 
of these issues and others, Gore 
takes the better position. 

So, in a press release, HRC in¬ 
structed gay Republicans to com¬ 
pare the candidates’ records. If gay 
Republicans would just familiar¬ 
ize themselves with the facts, the 
argument goes, they wouldn’t 
support Bush. 

The problem with the igno¬ 
rance theory is that its assumption 
is wrong. Some gay Republicans 
are undoubtedly oblivious to the 
candidates’ stands on gay issues. 
But that is certainly riot true of the 
100-plus activists from across the 
country who overwhelmingly 
backed the endorsement (the vote 
was 109-2). 

It’s safe to say no one knows 
better the GOP’s anti-gay record 
than gay Republicans do. They 
know it because they work day- 
by-day within the party. And they 
know it because if a Republican so 
much as sneezes within the vicin¬ 
ity of a gay person, they hear 
about it from other gay groups. 
Whatever else they are, gay Re¬ 
publicans are not ignorant. 

The second explanation of the 
endorsement is the selfishness 
theory: gay Republicans know 
Bush’s record is worse but support 
him because they put their indi¬ 
vidual interests ahead of the inter¬ 
ests of gays as a group. This theo¬ 


ry holds that gay Republicans tend 
to be professional and wealthier 
than most people. By backing 
Bush, they support a candidate 
who will tax them less and will 
spend less on social welfare pro¬ 
grams that don’t directly benefit 
them. It’s a charge any gay Repub¬ 
lican has heard many times: you’re 
willing to trade your civil rights 
for a tax cut. 

The selfishness theory proba¬ 
bly explains support for Bush 
among a few gay Republi¬ 
cans. Mark this irony, 
however. A similar the¬ 
ory explains the fervor of 
at least some gay Democ¬ 
rats for Gore. Their enthusi¬ 
asm is a product of their 
other personal com¬ 
mitments (like sup¬ 
port for abortion 
rights or affirmative 
action) rather than their faith 
Gore will actually accomplish 
something for gays. 

But the selfishness theory can’t 
explain the activism of most gay 
Republicans. If economic self-in¬ 
terest is gay Republicans’ chief 
cause, LCR is an odd vehicle to 
promote it. There are plenty of 
conservative groups that far more 
directly and effectively press an 
economic agenda. LCR, as an orga¬ 
nization, spends little time on tax 
cuts but lots of time on gay issues. 

The third explanation is the 
strategic theory: gay Republicans 
know Bush’s record is worse than 
Gore’s, and aren’t just acting on 
their selfish interests, but en¬ 
dorsed Bush because it helps the 
cause of gay equality more in the 
long run. Under this theory, back¬ 
ing Bush makes sense even if he’s 
inferior on gay issues. 

Such strategic behavior - sac¬ 
rificing short-term principle to 
long-term interest - is common 
among gay political organizations. 
Consider HRC’s own early en¬ 
dorsement of Gore over Bill 
Bradley, his Democratic primary 
opponent. Weighing just the is¬ 
sues, which is what critics of LCR’s 
endorsement claim to do, Bradley 
was probably better than Gore. 
But HRC’s early endorsement 
nevertheless made strategic sense 
because Bradley was a sure loser 
by that point and Gore would 
likely reward his early friends. 

But how could endorsing an 
inferior candidate help us reach 


equality? If gay Republican ac¬ 
tivism is good for anything, it’s the 
assistance it gives the broader gay 
civil rights movement by working 
within the GOP for change. Gay 
Republicans cannot work within 
the party if they forever position 
themselves outside it. That means 
they must publicly reward Repub¬ 
lican candidates who show tangi¬ 
ble signs of progress. 

There is justifiable skepticism 
in gay political circles about 
whether Bush’s talk of tolerance is 
more cosmetic than substantive. 
But there is no doubt within the 
GOP , LCR’s target audience, about 
the significance of Bush’s moves 
toward gays. He not only met with 
gay Republicans, setting a prece¬ 
dent for GOP candidates around 
the country, but declined to meet 
some anti-gay preachers who sub¬ 
sequently demanded an audience 
with him. He made a modest at¬ 
tempt to strip anti-gay language 
from the party platform. And for 
the first time ever an openly gay 
person spoke to a Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention. It was enough 
to send some true-blue Republi¬ 
can delegates into paroxysms of 
prayer. 

Snubbing Bush after he made 
those controversial positive moves 
would have been a strategic mis¬ 
take. If LCR had refused to en¬ 
dorse Bush, many Republican 
stalwarts would have concluded 
that courting gays is a waste of 
time. 

The alternative endorsement 
standard suggested by LCR’s crit¬ 
ics - that the group should not en¬ 
dorse unless the GOP candidate is 
as good as his opponent - is im¬ 
practical. Under that approach, by 
the time LCR endorsed a Republi¬ 
can the goal (equality) would have 
been accomplished. 

The fundamental challenge for 
every organization is to figure out 
how to achieve its ends. LCR 
wants both parties competing for 
gay votes, something they don’t do 
now. Endorsing Bush helps us get 
from here to there. T

eney’s roundabout method of 
drawing attention to Clinton’s im¬ 
peachment to tarnish Gore high¬ 
lights a common technique of the 
modern campaign - attacking a 
rival without appearing to be at¬ 
tacking that rival. Typical of Ch¬ 
eney’s approach is his habit of say¬ 
ing this election is in part about 
choosing a president who, among 
other things, will “set an example 
for our children” or his habit of 
calling character “the very essence 
of our great country.” As one po¬ 
litical scientist put it this week, 
Cheney’s clever habit is “sort of 
like not mentioning the rope in 
the house of a hanged man; it’s a 
real test of the ingenuity of the 
Bush-Cheney campaign to evoke 
the memory of the Lewinsky 
scandal without appearing to do 
so.” 

Whereas the Bush campaign 


only a few weeks ago briefly con¬ 
sidered mounting a real campaign 
in California, even they now see 
the state as “Gore country” and 
Karl Rove, Bush’s top strategist, 
now admits California is no 
longer a priority. Indeed, Gore ap¬ 
pears to have locked up California 
and a large part of that is because 
some of those more liberal De¬ 
mocrats, once seen as flirting with 
Green Party nominee Ralph 
Nader, now realize that a Nader 
vote constitutes a vote for Bush; 
Nader has dropped from 8 percent 
to around 4 percent in recent state 
polls. 

Gay political activists in San 
Diego say they now expect county 
Supervisor Ron Roberts, a mod¬ 
erate Republican, to edge out the 
more conservative Judge Dick 
Murphy to become that city’s 
mayor in the November election. 

And one Assembly seat that 
nearly everyone feels the Democ¬ 
ratic Party will pick up in Novem¬ 
ber is the 16th District in Oakland 


where former Green-turned-inde¬ 
pendent incumbent Audie Bock 
is likely to lose out to Democratic 
challenger Wilma Chan, an 
Alameda County supervisor; 
Bock’s switch from Green to inde¬ 
pendent has apparently angered 
enough of her Green and liberal 
base that they will vote for Demo¬ 
crat Chan and she should win this 
one big. 

Finally, there seems to be a lot 
of controversy over Democratic 
vice presidential nominee Joe 
Lieberman’s religious faith and his 
continual references to it. Howev¬ 
er, it might be pointed out that 
earlier in this campaign Bush was 
asked if he thought only Chris¬ 
tians would go to heaven. Bush 
replied “yes,” but later seemingly 
backed off when criticized for say¬ 
ing so. A reader reminds me that, 
according to most religious be¬ 
liefs, only God decides who goes 
to heaven, not the governor of 
Texas.

Peninsula college offers gay online course

S tudents from around the Bay 
Area - indeed from around 
the globe - can now enroll in 
the first online gay and lesbian lit¬ 
erature course offered by Foothill 
College when fall quarter classes 
get under way September 25. The 
three-unit class, entitled “Gay and 
Lesbian Literature” will be taught 
by Scott Lankford, a Foothill Col¬ 
lege English instructor. 

“We’re expecting students 
from Lithuania to Louisiana to 
sign up for this innovative 
course,” Lankford said. “It’s my 
hope that students who do not 
have access to gay studies courses 
in their own communities will 
begin to connect with the whole 
universe of history and literature 
available to them. 

“I’m also looking forward to 
discussing lesbian and gay litera¬ 
ture with straight students who 
might be hesitant to sign up for a 
traditional gay-lit course that’s of¬ 
fered closer to home. Like African 
American literature or world liter¬ 
ature, the power and passion of 


gay and lesbian literature is open 
to anyone,” Lankford said. 

In 1993, Lankford taught the 
college’s first lesbian and gay liter¬ 
ature course offered in Silicon Val¬ 
ley. He holds a doctorate in mod¬ 
ern thought literature from Stan¬ 
ford University. 

“The big difference in an on¬ 
line classroom as compared to a 
traditional classroom is that lec¬ 
tures and discussions will be con¬ 
ducted via the Web,” Lankford 
said. “Anyone familiar with e- 
mail, chat, and Web-surfing 
should have enough computer 
knowledge to participate in lively 
class discussions.” 

Students who enroll in the 
course should be prepared for an 
intellectually rigorous college- 
level curriculum. 

The course takes a solid histor¬ 
ical approach to the study of gay 
and lesbian literature. The goal is 
to build a foundation for a life¬ 
time of reading. Along with Out of 
the Past, a history of gay and les¬ 
bian identity, students will read 
works by Walt Whitman, Oscar 
Wilde, Virginia Woolf, and James 
Baldwin. 


The 12-week online class con¬ 
cludes with readings by a wide 
range of contemporary American 
authors, including poet and critic 
Gloria Anzaldua, National Book 
Award-winner Paul Monette, and 
California Native American au¬ 
thor Greg Sarris. 

In 1995, Foothill College be¬ 
came the first community college 
in the state to offer online instruc¬ 
tion. Today, the college offers 
more online courses than any 
other community college in Cali¬ 
fornia. All Foothill online classes 
offer full college credit and most 
are transferable to four-year uni¬ 
versities. Each course includes lec¬ 
tures, discussion, assignments, 
and tests delivered via the Internet 
with regular opportunities for 
electronic interaction between in¬ 
structors and students. 

California residents pay $7 per 
unit of instruction at Foothill Col¬ 
lege. Students must have access to 
a computer and an e-mail account 
to enroll in online classes. Students 
can only enroll for online courses 
through the Internet registration 
process. For registration instruc¬

Legal showdown likely for Rosenkrantz 


Hate crimes prospects brighten 
in House, thanks to Republicans

T he prospect of passing fed¬ 
eral hate crimes legislation 
got a significant boost when 
Representative Bill McCollum an¬ 
nounced his support for the legis¬ 
lation. The Florida Republican is 
known as “Mr. Criminal Justice” 
for his work and chairmanship of 
the House Judiciary Committee’s 
subcommittee on crime. 

McCollum made the an¬ 
nouncement in series of high-pro¬ 
file news conferences on August 29 
in Tampa, West Palm Beach, and 
Miami. He is running for a Senate 
seat being vacated by Connie 
Mack, who voted for hate crimes 
legislation in the Senate and joined 
McCollum at the Tampa event. 

“Hate crimes are not just 
crimes of violence but crimes 
against a class of people. They are 
statement crimes,” said McCol¬ 
lum. “It is time for us to stand to¬ 
gether and send a strong message 
that we will not tolerate any more 
attacks on any individual for who 
they are.” 

McCollum was joined at the 
Miami news conference by Rich 
Tafel, executive director of Log 
Cabin Republicans, members of 
the Broward Log Cabin Republi¬ 
can Club, and local gay and les¬ 
bian non-political groups. 

“We applaud Congressman Mc¬ 
Collum for taking a leadership role 
on combating anti-gay violence,” 
said Tafel. “His strong support and 
his powerful position in Congress 


make this, a major breakthrough 
and we will continue working 
closely with him as this important 
legislation moves forward.” 

McCollum “has said that he 
would like to serve the kind of role 
that Gordon Smith [R-Oregon] 
served in the Senate,” said Winnie 
Stachelberg, political director of 
the Human Rights Campaign 
(HRC). “We applaud that.” 

She noted that McCollum had 
been a co-sponsor of hate crimes 
legislation in the last session of 
Congress but had hesitated to sign 
up again during this session. But 
Stachelberg received a call from 
his staff in July. Through a series 


of conversations and a meeting 
with McCollum in Philadelphia 
during the Republican conven¬ 
tion, they “came to a good under¬ 
standing” on issues and tactics. 

Among those was acceptance 
of the fact that the Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee and the subcommittee on 
crime are among the most ideo¬ 
logically polarized in the House. 
Prospects of quickly moving hate 
crimes legislation through that 
process were not good. “We decid¬ 
ed to explore other avenues,” said 
Stachelberg. 

Tafel said the McCollum in¬ 
tends to speak with Speaker Den¬ 
nis Hastert, urging that the House 


accept the Senate version of hate 
crimes legislation passed as an 
amendment to the Department of 
Defense appropriations bill. 

“McCollum needs to be the 
one taking the lead, but he has to 
be joined by a number of his [Re¬ 
publican] colleagues. And that is 
where we have been working,” said 
Stachelberg. 

While 21 Republican have 
signed on as co-sponsors of hate 
crimes legislation, more than 
enough to pass the measure in the 
House, Republican leaders Dick 
Armey and Tom DeLay are on 
record as saying that the measure 
will not come up for a vote. 

But the House may not need to 
vote on hate crimes legislation. It 
could accept the Senate amend¬ 
ment, either as a body or later in 
conference. The clock is ticking as 
Congress is set to adjourn on Oc¬ 
tober 6. 

Stachelberg said, “I think that 
we need to pursue as many strate¬ 
gies as possible, to leverage our 
political muscle and our legislative 
muscle, to make this not just a leg¬ 
islative issue but a campaign 
issue.” ▼

R obert Rosenkrantz’s fight 
for parole appears to be 
headed for another legal 
showdown. 

The gay Southern California 
man convicted of killing his bash¬ 
er was ordered paroled last June by 
a three-member panel of the 
Board of Prison Terms. The full 
board had until August 30 to re¬ 
view and finalize the order before 
sending it to Governor Gray Davis. 

That deadline came and went. 
Board of Prison Terms spokes¬ 
woman Denise Schmidt told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the review 
was “delayed.” Schmidt said she did¬ 
n’t know the reason for the delay. 

Rosenkrantz’s lawyer, Rowan 
Klein, has been traveling out of 
the country and unavailable for 
comment but last month he told 
the B.A.R. that he was concerned 
the board may violate the deadline 
and was prepared to take legal ac¬ 
tion if it did. 

The parole board reluctantly 
ordered Rosenkrantz paroled on 
June 30. The panel was acting 
under a court order to release 
Rosenkrantz after a Superior 
Court judge ruled the board had

unfairly denied Rosenkrantz’s pa¬ 
role. The California Court of Ap¬ 
peals later strongly affirmed the 
Superior Court order. The Cali¬ 
fornia Attorney General’s office 
appealed the case to the California 
Supreme Court but the high court 
refused to hear the case. 

Davis has promised to block 
the parole of all convicted mur¬ 
derers. He stopped Rosenkrantz’s 
parole once before. Klein has 
promised to sue Davis if he holds 
up Rosenkrantz’s parole again 
when it does get to his desk on the 
grounds Davis is violating a court 
order. 
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Rosenkrantz has become a 
cause celebre for prisoners’ rights 
groups. But victims’ rights organi¬ 
zations are concerned 
Rosenkrantz’s parole could open 
the floodgates for the parole for 
other inmates with life sentences. 

Rosenkrantz was’ 18 and had 
just graduated from Calabasas 
High School in 1985 when he was 
physically attacked and outed by 
17-year-old Steve Redman. A 
week later, Rosenkrantz confront¬ 
ed Redman and demanded he re¬ 
tract his outing. The two argued 
and Rosenkrantz shot and killed 
Redman. 

Rosenkrantz eventually turned 
himself in. He was convicted of 
second-degree murder and sen¬ 
tenced to 17-years-to-life. 

By all accounts, he has been a 
model prisoner. All psychological 
and prison evaluations prepared 
by the California Department of 
Corrections strongly recommend 
his parole. ▼ 
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Feds, candidates back 
anti-gay Scout policy

T he Boy Scouts of America 
claim that being anti-gay is a 
core principle of the organi¬ 
zation. And they won the right to 
discriminate against gays in a de¬ 
cision handed down by the U.S. 
Supreme Court in June. Now At¬ 
torney General Janet Reno, and 
presidential candidates George W. 
Bush and Al Gore all agree that it 
is perfectly fine for the federal 
government to help the Scouts 
carry out that policy. 

This latest development in the 
Boy Scout saga began with a 
front-page article in the conserva¬ 
tive Washington Times. On August 
31 it wrote that the Department of 
the Interior was gathering infor¬ 
mation on existing ties that the 
agency has with the Boy Scouts. 
The context was a June 23 execu¬ 
tive order by President Clinton 
banning federal discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orientation. 

The memo requesting infor¬ 
mation specifically mentioned the 
Boy Scout Jamboree, a quadrenni¬ 
al event next held in July 2001. 
The venue for recent jamborees 
has been Fort A.P. Hill, an Army 
base in Virginia. 

“This appears to be a precursor 
to a full-throated attack on the 
Scouts by the Clinton administra¬ 
tion,” charged Robert Knight of 
the Family Research Council. 
Right wing “attack dogs” compet¬ 
ed to see who could be the most 
vocal and lurid in their defense of 
the Scouts. 

“If Bill Clinton is so intent on 
forcing the Scouts to enlarge their 
pup tens to include homosexuals, 
then he should resign as honorary 
president of the organization,” 
said Knight. 

A spokesman for Senate Ma¬ 
jority Leader Trent Lott added, 


“You would think that if the pres¬ 
ident had the courage of his con¬ 
victions and stood behind his ex¬ 
ecutive order, he would resign as 
honorary president of the Scouts.” 

Representative Lynn Woolsey 
(D-California) made a similar call 
for Clinton’s resignation from the 
honorary position in a letter sent 
to the President in mid-July. Her 
rationale was disassociation from 
the Scout’s self-proclaimed big¬ 
otry. Ten other liberal Democrat¬ 
ic members of Congress signed 
that letter. 

But the president “has no in¬ 
tention of stepping down as hon¬ 
orary chair,” said White House 
deputy press secretary Jake Siew- 
ert. That statement led both the 
left and the right to question just 
how strong Clinton’s commit¬ 
ment is to the principle of federal 
non-discrimination against gays 
and lesbians. 

David Smith, spokesman for 
the Human Rights Campaign 
said, “We would not like to see a 
national leader of this country as¬ 
sociated with a group that dis¬ 
criminates.” The statement sup¬ 
ported a principle without hold¬ 
ing Clinton accountable for vio¬ 
lating that principle. 

Bush promptly issued a news 
release saying that he was “trou¬ 
bled by this memo.” He hoped 
that Clinton and Gore would “re¬ 
spect the role the Boy Scouts play 
in our society and will not allow 
them to be shut out of federal 
lands.” 

Gore seemed equally willing 
for the federal government to abet 
anti-gay discrimination by the 
Boy Scouts. “In a Gore adminis¬ 
tration Boy Scouts will be allowed 
to use federal land,” said campaign 
spokesman Douglas Hattaway. 

There was a surreal quality to 
the scenario for those who knew 
that Hattaway is openly gay and 


once served as spokesman for the 
Human Rights Campaign. 

Reno tried to put out the polit¬ 
ical firestorm by ruling that the 
executive order “does not apply to 
private organizations that may use 
federal lands for their own train¬ 
ing programs.” 

So the Boy Scouts will be able 
to fire away at the rifle range dur¬ 
ing the Jamboree. 

Reno’s statement was issued 
late Friday evening, September 1, 
when much of Washington had 
departed for the Labor Day week¬ 
end. It followed an established ad¬ 
ministration pattern of releasing 
controversial decisions when they 
would gather the least media at¬ 
tention. 

But Reno’s focus on the execu¬ 
tive order is irrelevant, said Evan 
Wolfson an attorney with the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund who argued the Boy 
Scouts case before the Supreme 
Court. 

“Even without an executive 
order, the government at any level 
- federal, state, local - cannot be 
an accomplice to discrimination. 
It doesn’t take an executive order 
to say that,” according to Wolfson. 
“As a basic constitutional princi¬ 
ple, the government may not be a 
party to discrimination.” 

Wolfson is wary of turning to 
litigation as a first or even a pri¬ 
mary tool to resolve this issue. “It’s 
not about gays protesting the Boy 
Scouts,” he said, “it’s about em¬ 
powering fair minded people 
across the country to take a 
stand.” 

“This is a terrific opportunity 
for us to have a dialogue with cor¬ 
porate and community leaders and 
encourage them to live up to their 
own moral goodness to do the 
right thing.” He is urging everyone 
in gay and lesbian community to 
engage in that dialogue. ▼

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6 candidate Denise D’Anne, 
“while I’ve been in there working 
on these things for years. These 
are not new issues.” 

Before she retired last year, 
D’Anne worked for the city for over 
30 years, initially with the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health and later 
with the Department of Human 
Services. She knows how the wheels 
of the bureaucracy turn - or don’t - 
on a nuts-and-bolts level. 

“Having an inside view, that 
certainly helps,” she said. “I no¬ 
ticed that there were wasteful 
practices and poor management. 
They were wasting a lot of money. 
It was outrageous.” 

The programs she created at 
DHS, which she believes should 
be adopted throughout the city 
government, won her a “Lifetime 
Achievement Award” from Mayor 
Willie Brown. 


“Basically, it is all common 
sense,” said D’Anne, who has a 
strong passion for teaching people 
to practice efficiency and economy 
in daily living. “And they don’t un¬ 
derstand that in our society because 
they’re used to wasting things. 

“It’s like paper towels. Why do 
we need those? That’s why God 
made rags. Little things mean a 
lot,” she said. “Our way of living 
has got to change, if we’re going to 
save our planet and save our¬ 
selves.” 

But while the changes she in¬ 
stituted have made a difference at 
DHS, D’Anne longs to implement 
her brand of common sense envi¬ 
ronmental activism citywide, and 
is convinced that many city ser¬ 
vices could be created or expand¬ 
ed with the savings. 

“We need a zero-based bud¬ 
get,” she said. “That would incen- 
tivize people to stop wasting 
money.” 

As one of the 18 candidates 
vying to represent District 6, 


which encompasses the South of 
Market, the Tenderloin, part of 
Hayes Valley, the Inner Mission, 
South Beach, Mission Bay, and 
Treasure Island, one of D’Anne’s 
passions has been transportation 
and parking problems in the city. 
She is working to get a measure on 
the ballot in 2001 that would re¬ 
quire people who park on city 
property to pay for that privilege, 
and also proposes free Muni ser¬ 
vice in the downtown business dis¬ 
trict, car-sharing, and other pro¬ 
grams to get cars off the streets. 

D’Anne is also concerned with 
how the city is mistreating home¬ 
less people. 

“Putting people in shelters or 
having them sleeping on the 
streets is unconscionable,” she re¬ 
marked. “We don’t even have stray 
animals on the street.” 

“I propose that we treat people 
humanely,” said D’Anne, who pro¬ 
poses a voluntary housing pro¬ 
gram for homeless people on

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GenderPAC keeps growing

I t’s not news that the lesbians, 
gays, bisexuals, and transgen¬ 
ders who are most often the 
victims of assault are butch 
women and femme guys. But it is 
significant that a growing number 
of people are finally recognizing 
that it is society’s prescribed gen- 
_ der roles, not necessarily who peo¬ 
ple sleep with, that makes a per¬ 
son a visible target for rage. The 
fight for equality is shifting toward 
gender, and rightly so: for the av¬ 
erage gay man persecuted for who 
he loves, for the femme lesbian de-. 
fying what is expected of her, for 
Private First Class Barry Winchell, 
murdered for dating a woman 
who happened to be transsexual, 
and for the tranny fag, who, ac¬ 
cording to the world, is a hetero¬ 
sexual (born a female and now 
having sex with men) with a fash¬ 
ion problem. 

At the forefront of gender 
rights progress is Gender Public 
Advocacy Coalition, founded in 
New York as a volunteer organiza¬ 
tion in 1995. GenderPAC is the 
national organization that fights 
to guarantee every American’s 
civil right to their gender identity 
or expression free of stereotypes, 
discrimination, and violence. The 
organization is just a day away 
from officially opening its new of¬ 
fices in Washington, D.C.’s 
Dupont Circle, a day that also 
marks the first time the organiza¬ 
tion has had a full-time staff. 

“It’s amazing what we’ve been 
able to do in the span of a year,” 
Riki Wilchins, GenderPAC’s exec¬ 
utive director, told the Bay Area 
Reporter. What was a staff of three 
to four volunteers and a $55,000 
budget last year is now a paid staff 
of three and a budget of over 
$250,000. What’s more, Gender¬ 
PAC membership has gone from 
150 to 550 people, and half of 
those members identify as gay, les¬ 
bian, or bisexual, “who get it that 
gender is an issue for them,” ac¬ 
cording to Wilchins. 

Wilchins nabbed Gina Reiss as 
GenderPAC’s new managing di¬ 
rector to run daily operations; 
Reiss is a female-identified lesbian 
who is often mistaken for a male 
and sometimes thrown out of re¬ 
strooms. 

“She’s the cutting edge of 
where gender is going,” said 
Wilchins of Reiss. Also on staff is a 
trans-identified young man 
named Shawn Luby. 

“GenderPAC gave me a way to 
approach activism from another 
point of view,” said Reiss, who is 
relocating from New Jersey to 
D.C. to take up the helm. Reiss 
had been a volunteer at Gender- 
Pac, but got her start at the Na¬ 
tional Organization for Women in 
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Treasure Island, in college-like 
dormitory buildings where they 
could access various services, in¬ 
cluding drug and alcohol rehabil¬ 
itation programs. 

Placing people with substance 
abuse problems on Treasure Is- 
land.would “keep them away from 
temptation,” she added. 

D’Anne, a self-described trans¬ 
gender person who sits on the exec¬ 
utive board of the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, and Transgender 
Democratic Club, has strong back¬ 
ing from labor, recently winning an 
endorsement from the San Francis¬ 
co Labor Council, which represents 
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said Wilchins. “This is not some 
wing of LGBT rights, this is a 
whole new movement with its 
own dialogue.” 

“It’s so cool to be a part of this 
new movement at the start of the 
century,” said Reiss. “We’re start¬ 
ing with a blank slate, and the pos¬ 
sibilities are endless. This move¬ 
ment is for everyone to create with 
us.” T

New Jersey. She also served on the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force’s LBGT federation, which 
developed political strategies for 
equality in each state. 

“GenderPAC is really the direc-. 
tion our movement needs to be 
going in, and we’ve finally turned 
a major corner,” said Reiss. “The 
younger generation really grasp it. 
They don’t want to be put into a 
box; they want to have the right to 
wear a dress one day and a suit the 
next. We’re taking away the hier¬ 
archies of who belongs and who 
doesn’t. Nobody’s trying to say 
LGBT rights are irrelevant but this 
is where activists and people like 
me want to be doing our work. 
This is the wave of the future.” 

Wilchins agrees. 

“It’s not just about ‘those 
transgenders over there,”’ she said. 
“It’s about the little girl who kind 
of acts like a tomboy, the straight 
woman who is perceived as not 
feminine enough for her job.” 

GenderPAC’s noteworthy ef¬ 
forts include filing an amicus or 
“friend of the court” brief in the 
appeal of the Brandon Teena 
wrongful death award of only 
$17,000 to his mother, JoAnn 
Brandon. The small amount is ba¬ 
sically unheard of for the loss of a 
child, especially considering that 
the police had the power to arrest 
Teena’s rapists before they became 
killers. Last March, a GenderPAC 
hate crimes benefit featured Hi¬ 
lary Swank, the Oscar-winning 
star of the hit movie Boys, Don’t 
Cry, based on Teena’s story. 

Gender advocacy efforts 

Currently, the organization is 
involved in advocating for the 
Ohio parents of a little girl who 
was born as a biological male. Six- 
year-old “Zachary” Aurora Lip¬ 
scomb, a self-identified girl since 
the age of 2, was raised as a girl by 


150 union locals with 80,000 work¬ 
ers, in addition to the Service Em¬ 
ployees International Union and the 
Firefighters Union locals. 

In 1998, when D’Anne ran for 
supervisor citywide, she received 
34,000 votes but lost when the in¬ 
cumbents were re-elected. In that 
race she had the backing of the San 
Francisco Tenant’s Union, though 
this year the group has endorsed 
District 6 competitor Chris Daly. 

D’Anne has raised only about 
$600 for her effort, but is also 
kicking upwards of $10,000 of her 
own money, she said. 

D’Anne’s campaign is holding a 
benefit this Friday, September 8, 
from 5:30 to 7:30 p.m. at 1375 Sut¬ 
ter Street, suite 106, between Van 
Ness Avenue and Franklin Street. T

her parents, who refused to make 
their child prescribe to narrow 
gender stereotypes against her 
will. Authorities have removed the 
child from the home, citing con¬ 
cern for the child’s welfare. 

GenderPAC also recently en¬ 
listed the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign and the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union to help get members 
of Congress sign a diversity state¬ 
ment that pledges not to discrim¬ 
inate on the basis of gender iden¬ 
tity. About 100 members have 
signed on so far. 

Future plans include a nation¬ 
al gender conference in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. next May, and a 
fundraiser that reportedly in¬ 


cludes an all-star lineup. 

In the past few months, Gen¬ 
derPAC has been featured in the 
Advocate, the B.A.R., Lesbian and 
Gay New York, Girlfriends, and in 
stories by the Associated Press. And 
GenderPAC was also just recently 
awarded $15,000 from the Gill 
Foundation to continue its work. 

For GenderPAC staff, the 
swelling interest in gender rights 
is exhilarating, and proves that the 
organization’s positions are start¬ 
ing to catch on.

| sy over radio personality Dr. 
Laura Schlessinger’s alleged 
hate-filled remarks about homo¬ 
sexuals, ABC-TV affiliate KXTV 
in Sacramento will air Sch¬ 
lessinger’s television show, Dr. 
Laura, beginning this Monday, 
September 11. 

In San Francisco, CBS affiliate 
KPIX also plans to air Schlessinger’s 
show starting Monday. Station ex¬ 
ecutives told the Bay Area Reporter 
earlier this year that they had re¬ 
ceived “an enormous volume of e- 
mails” concerning the station’s 
plans to air the show locally. 

“We will reject any program 
that denigrates or espouses hate or 
intolerance for any group,” said 
KPIX’s statement. 

Asked what the station would 
do should Schlessinger espouse 
such hate on her TV show, Rose¬ 
mary Roach, KPIX’s director of 
programming, told the B.A.R. that 
“at that point, we would seriously 
look at” whether to continue air¬ 
ing the show. 

Roach said KPIX has a “con¬ 
tractual obligation” to air the 
show but that the station “looks at 
all programming that airs on our 
station.”

wasser stated in a letter respond¬ 
ing to complaints about the up¬ 
coming broadcast as well as in a 
press release issued last week that 
he has put Paramount, the show’s 
producer, “on notice” that he will 
be closely monitoring the show’s 
content and subject matter.

Schlessinger, a talk show shock 
jock, frequently interrupts her 
radio show callers to angrily berate 
them for not living up to her own 
brand of morality. Instead of try¬ 
ing to help callers through difficult 
real life problems, which she 
claims to be her objective, she 
judges them and the world around 
her as somehow inferior to herself. 

Ironically, Schlessinger, while 
seeking shelter from her critics be¬ 
hind the shield of the First Amend¬ 
ment, has hypocritically attacked 
the First Amendment for protect¬ 
ing the opinions of those with 
whom she disagrees. Schlessinger is 
quoted as saying, “the First 
Amendment is not the 11th com¬ 
mandment. Its protection does not 
extend to all speech.” In fact, Sch¬ 
lessinger took a former boyfriend 
to court three years ago to prevent 
the sale and distribution of porno¬ 
graphic pictures she posed for dur¬ 
ing their relationship. 

Schlessinger was a strong sup¬

practices “deviant,” she also has 
stated that she believes, “a huge 
portion of the homosexual male 
populace is predatory on young 
boys,” implying that adult homo¬ 
sexuality leads to criminal acts of 
pedophilia despite volumes of ev¬ 
idence that adult sexuality, 
whether homosexual or hetero¬ 
sexual, has nothing to do with pe¬ 
dophilia, rape or molestation. 

Schlessinger refused for years to 
retract any of her statements 
against homosexuality until last 
year, when the LGBT community, 
led by the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation, began 
protesting plans for her expansion 
into television. After picketing 
began in front of Paramount Stu¬ 
dios and corporate sponsors began 
to flee from the show’s controver¬ 
sy, Schlessinger issued a statement 
that her quotes had been “taken 
out of context.” She “apologized” if 
she offended anyone. 

Schlessinger misleads her lis¬ 
teners into believing she has a doc¬ 
torate in psychology or psychiatry 
when, in fact, she received her doc¬ 
torate in physiology, the study of 
the functions of the body. She does 
have a license to counsel from the 
University of Southern California, 
but despite the fact her doctorate 
degree is unrelated to her on-air 
counseling, she continues to use it 
as part of her show’s title. 

Dawn Deason, an activist with¬ 
in Sacramento’s LGBT communi¬ 
ty, is also a promotions producer 
at KXTV Channel 10. Deason 
claims that Channel 10’s pro¬ 
gramming director, Kevin 
Williams, feels that the station is 
essentially “stuck” with the show. 
According to Deason, Williams 
said, “What are we going to do? 
We’ve already purchased it.” 

“Obviously, we are in the finan¬ 
cial position of wanting the show 
to be successful,” said Deason. 

Financial success could be dif¬ 
ficult for the show, as a reported 
10 percent of its major sponsors 
have already pulled out. Even 
Priceline.com, once Schlessinger’s 
strongest supporter, has pulled its 
ad dollars from her television 
show, according to reports at 
www.stopdrlaura.com, a Web site 
that sprang up several months ago 
and has been instrumental in 
working with GLAAD to get 
sponsors to drop their ads. Other 
companies that have dropped 
sponsorship of Schlessinger’s 
show include Procter & Gamble, 
AT&T, United Airlines, Xerox, and 
Sears. 

Russell Postell, KXTV’s ad sales 
manager, refused to comment on 
whether or not they’ve had diffi¬ 
culty selling the show. 

KXTV will actively promote 
Dr. Laura, unless viewership or 
advertisers become too scarce, or 
public outcry too great. Still, Dea¬ 
son supports her employer and 
maintained the station is sensitive 
to the community. “We are the 
main media sponsor for the 
Sacramento AIDS Foundation 
every year,” she said. 

Mathew Burlingame, another 
Sacramento LGBT community 
activist, said that “no protests are 
currently planned” before the Sep¬ 
tember 11 broadcast. However, 
community members are encour¬ 
aged to contact KXTV’s president 
and programming director at 
www.kxtv.com.

though many relied on the gel. 

The women using the N-9 gel 
were about 50 percent more likely 
to be infected than those using the 
placebo. 

“Further, the more frequently 
women used only N-9 gel (with¬ 
out a condom) to protect them¬ 
selves, the higher their risk of be¬ 
coming infected,” Gayle reported. 
“Simply stated, N-9 did not pro¬ 
tect against HIV infection and 
may have caused more transmis¬ 
sion. Women who used N-9 also 
had more vaginal lesions, which 
might have facilitated HIV trans¬ 
mission.” 

Because the FDA never ap¬ 
proved use of N-9 as a microbi- 
cide to protect against HIV infec¬ 
tion, lubricant manufacturers do 
not claim that it helps prevent in¬ 
fection on their product labels. 
Also for this reason, FDA is not 
likely tc issue a recall of products 
containing N-9, and has not is¬ 
sued a warning to anyone using it 
in anal intercourse. 

The CDC plans to review its 
current prevention guidelines, 
which recommend use of a con¬ 
dom “with or without a spermi¬ 
cide,” over the next few months. 

Wet dumps N-9 

Virtually all water-based lubri¬ 
cants are available with or without 
N-9, and as a result of the CDC 
letter, at least one manufacturer 
has decided to eliminate N-9 alto¬ 
gether. 

“We’ve voluntarily taken it out 
of our products, based on the let¬ 
ter from the CDC,” Michael 
Trygstad, CEO and founder of 
Trigg Inc., told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. Trygstad’s company man¬ 
ufactures the Wet line of sexual lu¬ 
bricants, with substantial market¬ 
ing programs targeting the gay 
community. “I felt the responsi¬ 
bility to take it out.” 

Very little research has been 
done looking at the utility of mi- 
crobicides in anal sex in people, 
and Gayle’s letter did not mention 
gay men specifically. But because 
the lining of the vagina is capable 
of sustaining much more “wear 
and tear” than the lining of the 


rectum, in lieu of waiting years for 
the research to be even funded, 
the risk of using N-9 extends to 
anyone who practices anal sex. 

The UNAIDS study used about 
three-and-a-half times the con¬ 
centration of N-9 as had been 
used in Wet Original, which con¬ 
tained a 1 percent solution. 

Robin Ogilvie, CEO of Tri- 
mensa, which manufactures Fore¬ 
play lubricants, said that he will 
not be removing N-9 from his 
products which contain a lesser 
concentration, about a tenth of 1 
percent. Saying that there are “an 
equal number of positives as neg¬ 
atives about the product,” Ogilvie 
nevertheless acknowledged that 
his company had reduced the con¬ 
centration of N-9 in Foreplay 
from 1 percent to .1 percent about 
18 months ago when a study in¬ 
volving cats showed that the high¬ 
er concentration caused signifi¬ 
cant irritation to the rectal tissue. 
The lower concentration was not 
studied. 

Other studies have shown that 
N-9 can be dangerous to both 
mice and men, leaving them vul¬ 
nerable to infection. The B.A.R. 
reported on March 23 on a study 
from Dr. David Phillips, a senior 
scientist with the Population 
Council, in which mice were easi¬ 
ly and quickly killed by a herpes 
virus when their rectums were 
previously treated with an N-9 so¬ 
lution. Looking at a biopsy of the 
rectal tissue under a microscope, 
Phillips found “places where there 
was no epithelium at all, just con¬ 
nective tissue. ... The N-9 had 
stripped the epithelial cells off of 
these animals.” 

Phillips then looked at the 
chemical’s effects on the rectal tis¬ 
sue of four human volunteers, 
comparing over the counter lubri¬ 
cants containing 1 percent or 2 
percent N-9. The results were 
“striking,” Phillips said with 
“sheets of epithelial cells, hun¬ 
dreds of them, in each one of the 
samples.” 

Despite this accumulating evi¬ 
dence, the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health has no 
plans to issue an alert about N-9, 
and while area prevention organi¬ 
zations do not recommend use of 
N-9 as a means to prevent HIV in¬ 
fection, they also do not recom¬ 


mend that people do not use prod¬ 
ucts that contain the chemical. 

Oddly, many prevention orga¬ 
nizations and public health work¬ 
ers acknowledge that it has been 
known for some time that N-9 
causes an allergic reaction among 
some men, and irritation in others. 
Some organizations give condoms 
laced with N-9 only on request. 

Bryan Burns, the new director 
of prevention services at the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, said, 
“We’ve heard of studies over the 
years to suggest that N-9 might be 
an irritant. N-9 does irritate the 
vaginal lining and we can assume 
through extension that it will irri¬ 
tate the rectal lining.” 

Pressed as to whether SFAF 
will change its policy and discour¬ 
age use of N-9, he replied, “Per¬ 
haps. My perspective is to make 
sure this information gets into the 
hands of gay men, and let them 
make informed decisions about 
their sexual practices.” 

“The evidence that we have 
now is that there’s more danger 
than benefit,” commented Martin 
Delaney, founding director of Pro¬ 
ject Inform, a national HIV treat¬ 
ment education and advocacy 
group. While noting that “in fact, it 
takes a lot of effort to infect peo¬ 
ple,” Delaney said that current re¬ 
search suggests that N-9 can add to 
the danger of HIV transmission, 
and called for the FDA “to issue a 
warning letter on it right now.” 

The FDA press office did not 
return a call for comment by press 
time. 

“The responsible thing to do is 
to make sure the consumer is 
aware as possible,” said Jeff 
Phillips, CEO of SafeSense.com, 
an online retailer of condoms and 
lubricants. Although N-9 is by far 
the most common spermicide 
added to lubricants carried on his 
Web site, or on competitor Web 
sites like Condomania.com, 
Phillips noted that SafeSense.com 
also has a new water-based lubri¬ 
cant gel called “DeLube,” contain¬ 
ing a microbicide called “benza- 
lkonium chloride.” 

Steven Tierney, director of 
HIV prevention for DPH, said 
that his staff will be meeting this 
Friday, September 8 to discuss the 
implications of the research that 
has been done on N-9. ▼

UC establishes new 
pot research center

■I he University of California 
H last week announced the es- 

- tablishment of a new re¬ 
search center to study the safety 
and efficacy of medicinal marijua¬ 
na. 

The Center for Medical 
Cannabis Research (CMCR) will 
be a collaborative project of the 
University of California at San 
Francisco and the University of 
California at San Diego, and will 
be housed at UCSD. 

Dr. Igor Grant, a professor of 
psychiatry at UCSD and director 
of UCSD’s HIV Neurobehavioral 
Research Center will serve as the 
CMCR’s director. Co-directors in¬ 
clude Dr. J. Hampton Atkinson, 
UCSD professor of psychiatry; Dr. 
Andrew Mattison, USCD associ¬ 
ate professor of psychiatry and 
family and clinical medicine; and 
Dr. Donald Abrams, UCSF profes¬ 
sor of medicine. Abrams recently 
presented research at the 13th In¬ 
ternational Conference on AIDS 
in Durban, South Africa, that 
showed that medicinal cannabis 
can be used without detrimental 
effects in people taking combina-

body else has left. Likewise, those 
people who leave dog waste will 
continue to exist long after the es¬ 
tablished dog community has 
been kicked out of the open space 
bordering the Muni tracks. That 
means that dog waste will be even 
worse, since nobody will be 
around to clean up the stray mess¬ 
es. A dog does not even have to be 
“off-leash” to belong to an irre¬ 
sponsible owner. 

Second, bad behavior - 
whether from a dog or an owner - 
is not tolerated by off-leash regu-

tion antiretroviral therapy for 
HIV disease. 

The CMCR was granted $3 
million worth of state funding for 
its first year of operations, and will 
coordinate medical cannabis re¬ 
search conducted at universities 
and centers throughout Califor¬ 
nia. The funding is the outcome of 
SB847, a state bill sponsored by 
state Senator John Vasconcellos 
(D-Santa Clara) and signed into 
law by Governor Gray Davis last 


lars. Dog owners are expected to 
keep their dogs away from the 
playground and from other peo¬ 
ple in the park, and those who 
don’t are reprimanded by the 
group. That means that when 
these regulars are booted, anyone 
who lets their dog off-leash will be 
doing so without the supervision 
that comes from the gathering of 
responsible people. 

Third, there is one thing miss¬ 
ing from the argument against 
open space for dogs: people. Dogs 
come with owners and walkers we 
call humans. These humans have 
built a family based on congregat¬ 
ing around the park benches, a 
family that includes many people 


October. The law calls for a three- 
year program of medical research 
to “enhance understanding of the 
efficacy and adverse effects of 
marijuana as a pharmacological 
agent.” The CMCR will begin so¬ 
liciting competitive grant applica¬ 
tions this fall, which will be re¬ 
viewed by an independent nation¬ 
al scientific review panel. Studies 
may begin as early as January 
2001 . 

Data from CMCR studies will 
be used to develop guidelines for 
appropriate medical use of mari¬ 
juana. A recent report by the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Science’s Insti¬ 
tute of Medicine called for further 
study of the use of medical 
cannabis for various medical con¬ 
ditions including HIV, cancer, and 
multiple sclerosis. According to 
Vasconcellos - perhaps too opti¬ 
mistically in light of last month’s 
Supreme Court ruling against 
buyer’s clubs that distribute med¬ 
ical marijuana - “The politics of 
medical marijuana are behind us 
as we begin the important work of 
researching the safety and efficacy 
of medical marijuana. Now ... the 
issue of medical marijuana is 
properly in the hands of physi¬ 
cians and researchers.” T 


they normally would not have a 
chance to know. They gather in an 
area that floods during the winter 
and is rarely used in the summer, 
and work together to preserve that 
area. Yet the Department of Parks 
and Recreation has named their 
animals as one of the three main 
problems plaguing the park, in 
addition to homelessness and 
drugs. Nowhere is there mention 
of irresponsible dog owners as the 
cause of disarray; all dogs suffer 
the brunt of actions limited to a 
handful of people.

same day as the accident. He’s 
scheduled to be arraigned today 
on felony hit-and-run and DUI 
charges. 

The intersection where Gumb 
was hit is the most dangerous 
crossing in the Castro, according 
to Frank Markowitz of the De¬ 
partment of Parking and Traffic. 
Ten accidents involving pedestri¬ 
ans Were reported there from 1995 
to 1999. In that same period, there 
were nine at the 14th/Market/ 
Church intersection and eight at 
the 17th/Market/Castro crossing. 
By way of comparison, 


Markowitz told the B.A.R. that the 
worst intersection for pedestrians 
in San Francisco is 6th and Mis¬ 
sion, with 17 reported accidents. 
Sixteenth and Mission and the in¬ 
tersection of Geary and Van Ness 
were tied for second with 13 acci¬ 
dents each for 1995-99. 

The chairman of the Pedestri¬ 
an Safety Task Force, Howard 
Strassner, said his organization is 
very concerned for pedestrian 
safety in the Castro. The task force 
recently drew up a series of rec¬ 
ommendations to make the Mar¬ 
ket/Castro/ 17th intersection safer. 
Strassner said he hoped those sug¬ 
gestions could be incorporated 
into the remodeling design for 
Harvey Milk Plaza. 


The 16th/Market/Noe inter¬ 
section where Gumb was hit is 
one that has concerned people 
who live and work in the area for 
several years. Mark Torres works 
in the Metro bar overlooking the 
crossing. He said that although 
he’s a new employee, he’s become 
very concerned about pedestrian 
safety at the intersection. He’s 
heard his fellow workers describe 
several close calls and accidents. 
Torres told the B.A.R. that just a 
week before Gumb was hit, he had 
an eerie dream he was hit by a car 
and killed at the crossing. 

Gumb’s friends and family 
would no doubt give anything if 
their nightmare was only a 
dream. ▼

ately sharing assets and control 
over the properties. In 1999, the 
couple split up, with O’Mara re¬ 
portedly leaving Williams not a 
dime. The suit asks for half of the 
couple’s assets for Williams. 

O’Mara contests the allegation 
that he ever agreed to any such 
verbal contract. But should the 
court find the facts indisputable, 


the next step will challenge the 
state’s Family Code altogether. 

McCoy is arguing that his client, 
Williams, had an implied contract 
and a “putative marriage” based on 
a small, often-overlooked section of 
the Family Code that allows people 
who do not have legally valid mar¬ 
riages to claim that their marriage 
should be recognized. 

“It’s a section that usually ap¬ 
plies to people who get married in 
Las Vegas, then find out later that 
it wasn’t official,” McCoy told the 


Bay Area Reporter. “But one of the 
reasons I took this case was the 
chance to clarify and define that 
section of the Family Code.” 

The legal proceedings will be 
trapped in the system for at least a 
year, said McCoy, but when it’s de¬ 
cision time, McCoy is hopeful that 
the courts will grant same-sex part¬ 
ners the same recognition afforded 
to common-law heterosexuals. 

“It’s time,” said McCoy, “for 
California to do something

New hope from 
approved drugs: 
Redfield speaks

D r. Robert Redfield, director 
of clinical research at the In¬ 
stitute of Human Virology 
in Baltimore, describes his work at 
IHV as “exploiting the human 
body for therapeutic potential.” 
Toward this end, he and others are 
currently investigating three main 
areas with respect to HIV. 
First, can host directed 
mechanisms of im¬ 
munity be modified 
via a therapeutic vac¬ 
cine? Second, can 
chemokine 

(Macrophage Inflamma¬ 
tory Proteins MIP-1 alpha, 

MIP-1 beta, 

RANTES, etc.) 
expression 
and/or produc¬ 
tion be altered? Third, what host 
cell pathways can be exploited (ei¬ 
ther increased or interfered with) 
to allow better control of viral 
replication? 

It is in this third category that 
Redfield recently spoke about at 
length. In order for HIV to reverse 
transcribe, that is, take the infor¬ 
mation that it has in the form of 
RNA when it enters a target cell 
and put it in the form of DNA, the 
viral enzyme reverse transcriptase 
must use the existing nucleotides 
of the cell it.has infected. These 
four nucleotides: Adenine (A) and 
Guanine (G) - the purines, along 
with Cytosine (C) and Thymine 
(T) - the pyrimidines, are what 
makes up the genetic triplet code 
of our genes. Each of our cells 
must produce these nucleotides in 
sufficient quantity for a cell to di¬ 
vide and make copies of itself. At 
the same time, HIV subverts this 
intent and uses the nucleotides to 
put its genes into the cell’s chro¬ 
mosomes. 

Strengthen your 
inhibitions 

“In 1995, Franco Lori and Bob 
Gallo demonstrated that purine 
[A and G] biosynthesis could be 
inhibited by interfering with anu- 
clear reductase using hydroxyurea 
and ddl,” Redfield said. It was on 
this basis, that the now famous 
“Berlin patient” was treated. “In 
that regard, we postulated that 
other targets could be investigat¬ 
ed. Another pathway of purine, 
specifically, guanine biosynthesis 
was inosine monophosphate de¬ 
hydrogenase (IMPDH). Since 
abacavir [brand name Ziagen] 


was being used in the treatment of 
HIV as a guanine analog, we pos¬ 
tulated that some synergy might 
be obtained if we reduced the pool 
of naturally occurring guanine 
available and increasing the likeli¬ 
hood of reverse transcriptase 
using the abacavir. This led to our 
in vitro experiments and subse¬ 
quent clinical investigation of my- 
cophenolate mofetil. 

“Our reasons were several fold. 
In the reticular cell system [in¬ 
cluding monocytes and lym¬ 
phocytes - T and B cells], 
the IMPDH pathway is 
the only way cells make 
guanine [other cells 
would still be able to 
make needed guanine] 
so there is a possibility of 
less toxicity. Ad¬ 
ditionally, these 
molecules affect 
cell cycle [their 
ability to divide], which has in 
turn multiple effects on the viral 
life cycle with their target.” 

Do not enter 

Cells are both more susceptible 
to infection as well as viral pro¬ 
duction when dividing. Hoffman 
La Roche’s Web site states “My- 
cophenolate mofetil did not in¬ 
hibit early events in the activation 
of human peripheral blood 
mononuclear cells, such as the 
production of interleukin-1 [IL-1] 
and interleukin-2 [IL-2], but did 
block the coupling of these events 
to DNA synthesis and prolifera¬ 
tion.” 

Redfield continued, “Last De¬ 
cember, we published a paper 
showing that multiply drug resis¬ 
tant virus cultured with mycophe- 
nolate and abacavir in the test 
tube reverted to wild type. We the¬ 
orize that this is a result of nu¬ 
cleotide pool depletion by my- 
cophenalate.” 

Finding out more 

In human phase I trials of the 
abacavir/mycophenalate combi¬ 
nation they were able to show a 
statistically significant initial drop 
in viral load, but the durability of 
that response seems to have been 
lost at weeks 24 and 36 at a dose 
of 250 milligrams twice a day. 
Higher doses blocked cellular im¬ 
munity and exacerbated herpes 
infections. Redfield was led to 
“look more broadly. Could my- 
cophenalate be used to enhance 
durability? Would it be superior in 
an initial regimen?” 

An AIDS Clinical Trials Group 
trial currently in development but 


which should be enrolling later 
this year, A5051, will be using my- 
cophenalate in a salvage regimen 
and will further elaborate on its 
possible utility there. A planned 
trial using mycophenalate as an 
initial regimen was scrapped by 
the leadership of the ACTG. Red¬ 
field was disappointed. “I am in¬ 
terested in doing what I can to 
avert the ever widening gap be¬ 
tween healthcare in the U.S. and 
the rest of the world. I am inter¬ 
ested in developing sustainable 
therapies for worldwide applica¬ 
tion. The push for such therapies 
is unlikely to come from the phar¬ 
maceutical industry - most likely 
it will come from government and 
community groups. I believe that 
cell cycle agents work much better 
and are worthwhile research en¬ 
deavors,” he said. 

New organs 

Mycophenolate Mofetil (man¬ 
ufactured by Hoffman-LaRoche, 
brand name CellCept, see 
http://www.rocheusa.com/prod- 
ucts/cellcept/pi.html) is currently 
an approved immune suppressive 
anti-rejection drug used for solid 
organ transplant. This is the drug 
that will be used in the liver trans¬ 
plant program for HIV-positive 
people that was recently funded 
by the National Institutes of 
Health. San Francisco General 
Hospital is one of the five initially 
funded sites nationwide. 

Redfield commented, “I view 
the solid organ transplant pro¬ 
gram as a positive thing. Clearly, 
the demand for livers will only ac¬ 
celerate when considering the 
number of HIV and HCV [he¬ 
patitis C virus] coinfections. Our 
clinic has 300 African American 
patients on dialysis in need of kid¬ 
neys.” 

Don’t try this at home 

This column would be remiss 
if it did not restate the company’s 
warning from its Web site: 
“WARNING: Increased suscepti¬ 
bility to infection and the possible 
development of lymphoma may 
result from immunosuppression. 
Only physicians experienced in 
immunosuppressive therapy and 
management of renal or cardiac 
transplant patients should use 
CellCept.” 

Considering the underlying 
risk for lymphoma already in per¬ 
sons with HIV, it is with caution 
that these trials are proceeding. It 
is not recommended that the 
community try this on their own 
at this stage. ▼

A IDS activist Matt Sharp, a 
longtime contributor to the 
Bay Area Reporter as a mem¬ 
ber of Survive AIDS writers pool, 
packed his bags and moved to 
Chicago this week.

Gay and lesbian hotline 
moves to San Francisco

T he Gay and Lesbian Nation¬ 
al Hotline, a nonprofit infor¬ 
mation, referral, and peer 
counseling telephone hotline that 
opened in New York four years 
ago, will open its new headquar¬ 
ters in San Francisco on October 
1, and is looking for volunteers. 

“The San Francisco Bay Area 
has the strongest gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender commu¬ 
nity anywhere in the country,” said 
GLNH Executive Director Brad 
Becker, explaining the group’s de¬ 
cision to move here. “We need 
local volunteers who can leverage 
the strength of this proud, multi¬ 
cultural group in order to give 
voice to those people here and 
throughout America who aren’t 
yet strong enough to speak for 
themselves.” 

The Gay and Lesbian National 
Hotline offers free and anony¬ 
mous services by use of a toll-free 
telephone number, (888) THE- 
GLNH (843-4564). The hotline 
will be in operation Mondays 
through Fridays from 5 to 9 p.m. 

Callers speak directly to a 
trained volunteer who will be able 
to access a national database of re-

have made a difference for people 
with HIV over the last decade. 

Among these were winning ap¬ 
proval from the Food and Drug 
Administration for thalidomide, 
working on a task force to battle 
tuberculosis, and helping to orga¬ 
nize Mayor Willie Brown’s AIDS 
summit. 

“I’ll be taking a break for 
awhile,” Sharp said. “I was getting 
kind of burned out. But I’m still 
going to be advocating for people 
with AIDS.” ▼

ferrals specific to the gay and les¬ 
bian community. 

The mission of the hotline is to 
provide peer counseling, informa¬ 
tion, and referrals to GLBT peo¬ 
ple, as well as others concerned 
with gay-related issues. 

As the only national hotline of 
its kind in the U.S., over 100,000 
calls are received annually from 
teens and adults in all 50 states. 
The hotline in New York has been 
staffed by about 50 volunteers. 

The hotline maintains a large 
database containing over 17,000 
listings and referrals on groups 
and organizations of all types (po¬ 
litical, religious, sports, profes¬ 
sional, etc.), and houses informa¬ 
tion on many gay-friendly busi¬ 
nesses, restaurants, hotels, and 
clubs, as well as doctors, lawyers, 
and therapists. 

“Our volunteer operators will 
also be able to deal not only with 
important AIDS information and 
education, but also with the stress 
and anxiety that many people, 
HIV-positive and -negative alike, 
are dealing with,” according to the 
group’s Web page 

(www.glnh.org). “Fortunately 
there are many resources current¬ 
ly available for a caller to ask a 


basic AIDS question, but there are 
very few services for people who 
just need to talk about their fears 
and frustrations. The hotline is a 
place to call.” 

The organization is seeking 
volunteers of all backgrounds 
aged 18 or older who are good lis¬ 
teners, non-judgmental, and are 
comfortable dealing with a wide 
variety of calls. Particularly need¬ 
ed are women, people of color, 
and members of the transgen- 
dered community. 

After participating in a train¬ 
ing session, all volunteers will pro¬ 
vide callers with factual informa¬ 
tion, referrals from the database, 
and telephone peer counseling. 

“Our approach is to help each 
caller focus on their feelings, 
rather than for us to tell them how 
to solve their problems,” Becker 
said. “Also, it’s important to keep 
in mind that many of our callers 
have never spoken with an openly 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgen¬ 
der person before, so it’s a huge 
step for them to take in calling us.” 

One-day volunteer training 
sessions are scheduled on week¬ 
ends, and are ongoing now. Train¬ 
ings are followed by working 
buddy shifts with experienced vol¬ 
unteers. All volunteers are asked 
to commit a minimum of eight 
hours per month. 

According to Becker, a former 
telephone counselor with the Cal¬ 
ifornia AIDS Hotline of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, vol¬ 
unteers get a lot more out of 
working with GLNH than doing a 
good deed. “Because of the nature 
of what we do, the people who 
volunteer with us tend to be in¬ 
credible people,” he said. “In New 
York, many of our volunteers have 
formed strong, long-term friend¬ 
ships, and love.”

T o get a more serious interpretation of the controversy sur¬

From director of 
the Parade of Athletes (Mardi Gras’ Parade Producer, Kathy 
Pavlich) to various participants in the opening and closing cere¬ 
mony, many athletes (some out, some not so out) and to organiz¬ 
ers of other events or other elements of events. As well as the “sports 
carnival,” there is the Olympic Arts Festival, which, like many other 
artistic events, has a strong presence of lesbians and gay men. The 
general manager of the Olympics Arts Festival, Craig Hassell, was 
on Mardi Gras’board last year. Many of the artists partaking in the 
festival are openly gay themselves. 

B.A.R.: A recent 0lympics.com article about Gay Games VI showed 
only pictures from Gay Mardi Gras. Do you think this is problemat¬ 
ic? 

Wilson: Many of the images used by Gay Games VI have been 
supplied by Mardi Gras for use by them. In turn, these are proba¬ 
bly the images picked up by Olympics.com. Certainly, the life and 
color of Mardi Gras often makes for great, marketable images of 
lesbians and gay men - even if occasionally a little stereotypical. 

B.A.R.: Do depictions of party costumes and drag further the goals 
of gay and lesbian athletics, who rarely get any media exposure, or 
simply promote parties? 

Wilson: I think this is a harder question and I think there is no 
clear answer. A better question might be “Does the depiction of dif¬ 
ferent lifestyles and different relationships further awareness of dif¬ 
ference and increase tolerance?” And in this case, it’s much easier to 
say that showing images outside the “nuclear family” norm proba¬ 
bly is to the benefit of all discriminated people. Does it help LGBT 
athletics? Possibly, by fostering an atmosphere that is more accept¬ 
ing of difference and thus more conducive to coming out or sim¬ 
ply being comfortable that one is acceptable. 

B.A.R.: There was equal controversy about this at Gay Games V 
and the mainstream media's continuous depiction of body-painted 
go-go boys on barges and at street parties, but very little actual 
footage of athletes competing, even in the "official" Gay Games 
video. Will this be the case in Sydney? 

Wilson: Similarly if you look at the images chosen by the media 
to portray Mardi Gras, there is an over-representation of drag 
queens and bare tits-and-asses. A huge percentage of our floats on 
parade night are from religious groups showing their support, po¬ 
litical lesbian and gay endeavors, and local gay groups having their 
night on the town. The press wants cliched images that say the same 
thing everywhere - and hence the drag queen images. Was Gay 
Games V simply a canal parade? No! It was a vibrant sports and 
cultural festival that showed how many ways we can celebrate who 
we are. But there’s a huge difference between this reality and the 
easy images that media pick on. 

B.A.R.: While gay pride celebrations are about festivity, many peo¬ 
ple I've interviewed in the sports community are frustrated by this, 
even though Priscilla is a great movie. 

Wilson: It is important to remember that the element in the 
closing ceremony we are talking about is an homage to a film, 
Priscilla. While many of us who saw the film didn’t see ourselves 
and our lives represented in it, this is true of just about all films. 
That doesn’t mean that the Priscilla element should be changed to 
be a promotion piece for the lesbian and gay community. There is 
likely to be a Babe float paying homage to this film and its part in 
the renaissance of Australian film, but there would be very little 
outcry from animal activists that this showed a biased view of an¬ 
imals (they’re not all pigs, you know. Not all animals are pink!). It 
is important to not expect to see ourselves represented by the 
Priscilla float. 

Having said that, as a community we should be saddened by 
how unrecognized we have been in this very straight sports festival! 
While personal biographies in programs are here for all to read 
(and we hope they all do), the bigger picture of the support, the 
volunteers, the experience (especially from Mardi Gras) and the 
people is not being overtly recognized. 

I’d love to see the Sydney Organizing Committee for the 
Olympic Games (SOCOG) officially thank Mardi Gras for pre¬ 
training most of their staff and volunteers over years of fabulous 
parades and festivals, but it is unlikely. Even the Olympic city guide 
initially didn’t mention Oxford Street as a gay area (they referred to 
it as an “eating precinct”). In this invisibility, this is where there is 
an effect on lesbian and gay athletes, by maintaining the idea that 
gay is not to be spoken about, is wrong. More talented young peo¬ 
ple afraid to come out because of the messages reinforced to them 
by media, and by the Olympics in their silence. ▼

That’s why some people are 
ticked off that the only gay depic¬ 
tion at the Olympics 2K, like most 
of the coverage of the last Gay 
Games, is of partying drunkards, 
costumed revelers and drug-ad¬ 
dled freaks. 

Which brings me to Burning 
Man’s sports events! 

Playa as it laya 

It took a drag queen to get me 
to Burning Man. 

Former club fabulante Ggreg 
Taylor’s MASHcara welcomed me 
and over a hundred others to his 
camp. With a safe space to set up 
our tents and socialize, setting out 
each day for new adventures on the 
vast open space of the Nevada 
desert near the quaint town of Ger- 
lach became increasingly special. 

If you haven’t heard, along with 
camp and camping, Burning Man 
features outdoor art out the wazoo. 


A trapeze swing hanging inside a 
steel sculpture shaped like a giant 
rib cage became a swing set for a 
few boys eager to kick an inflatable 
six-foot dinosaur. They hung 
about without a care, inspiring less 
agile adults to enjoy it as well. 

Death Guild’s ever-popular 
Thunderdome (Buckminster 
Fuller meets Mister S) featured 
athletic events of a staged com- 
batible sort. While a fellow 
wrestler and I had intimations of 
volunteering for a match, we’d not 
packed the requisite Domey gear. 
Next year, perhaps. 

By night, the big art-cluttered 
playground became a zooming 
field of glowing bikes. Rising 
through, in and around im¬ 
promptu sculptures became a 
triathlon of an entirely different 
sort. Instead of whoever got there 
first, the winners were those who 
enjoyed it the most. 

Stamina was equally required 
for the trampolines at one theme 
camp. Dancing for hours on end 
after the big burn also burned 
calories. Fortunately my small 
herd of partyers packed water and 
munchies. 


Flaming bocci balls 

Fifty giggling people whose 
faces were blocked by darkness or 
night-glow tubes played soccer 
with flaming balls, created by one 
of hundreds of anonymous com¬ 
bustible artists. 

We kicked the orange glowing 
globes around the playa in what 
was the most exciting and silly 
match of my life. The fear of 
burning clothes became irrele¬ 
vant, as my flame-retardant white 
jeans had been hand-painted with 
tributary flames that day. 

As the balls shrunk from 
burnoff, it became more of a bocci 
match, then a spritely hackey-sack 
game, until the flaming balls dis¬ 
integrated into mere sparks, dole¬ 
fully crushed by the remaining 
players. A more joyful, and 
strangely lit, game of sport I have 
never experienced. It was beyond 
an X Game. It was a Y Game, or 
perhaps a Y Not. 

It took a drag queen to get me 
off my ass and enjoy this. It took a 
drag queen to publish the alterna¬ 
tive newspaper of the playa that 
deftly dissed the destructive ele¬ 
ments encroaching on this rare 


and fragile cultural event. 

Having raced through the 
desert with drag queens, having 
found The Zone amid a cluster of 
thousands of authentically freaky 
folk, having spied several notice¬

If the straight-acting gay and 
lesbian jocks of the Olympics 
want to get better representation, 
they should speak to the hundreds 
of GLBT volunteers and adminis¬ 
trators who are making this event 
happen. 

Almost a hundred years after 
its rebirth from the Greek days, 
after countless witch-burnings 
and desecrations of gender variant 
pre-Christian gods and goddesses, 
shamans and dragsters are still an 
essential part of our culture, even 
in the sports arena. They make 
things happen and take the slings 
and arrows the Aberzombies can’t 


bear.

he promise of nudity in Naked Boys 
8 Singing! obviously sells a lot of tickets. 

But it’s a title that can also be a turnoff 
1 to those who lump the show in with 
those nudie shows featuring porn stars as 
momentary thespians. 

F. Allen Sawyer, who’s directing the San 
Francisco production of the long-running 
New York hit, found out first-hand how a 
title like Naked Boys Singing! can be a dou¬ 
ble-edged sword. 

“The producers flew me to New York to 
see the show, and I went three times,” Sawyer 
said recently.

C an you name the malady that’s pro¬ 
nounced just like colitis, but which in¬ 
flames a much more entertaining set of 
organs? It’s Coleytis, and I’ve had a crazy 
case ever since 1992, when the adven¬ 
tures of Coley: Bayou Boy began appearing in 
the Meatmen comic anthologies. 

Coley Cochran is a striking 19-year-old 
Southern boy, with a fashion model’s mane of 
blond tresses, a wasp waist cinching a muscu¬ 
lar yet lithesome physique, and a cock of 
prodigious proportion and most perfect form. 
Lost on a Caribbean island as a youth, Coley 
underwent bizarre voodoo rituals that have 
turned him into a sex god. He is both pos¬ 
sessed by his extreme sexuality, and obsessed 
with it. He’s an fervent narcissist and a flagrant 
exhibitionist. He has a femininity that’s more 
Amazon than sissy, and a masculinity that’s ag¬ 
gressively butch. This studboy is a real provo¬ 
cateur, who lives flamboyantly and courts 
danger. Murder, suicide and diabolical plot¬ 
ting follow his wake, as well as conflagra¬ 
tions of both architecture and emotion. 
Coley’s black magic sex adventures offer 
equal opportunity ensnarement to male 
and female, straight and gay: to the stu¬ 
dents of a life-drawing class, the passen¬ 
gers of a public bus, or the erstwhile in¬ 
nocent bystanders of any number of 
street corners or bars where Coley is 
compelled to strut his stuff atop 
curbstone or pool table. His lust is 
so sincere that it always carries 


true love, and he knows no boundaries. He has 
sex with a priest, with a brother and sister, with 
his own brother, and even with his mother and 
father. A willing slave to the most fiendishly 
kinky SM, Coley’s been spread-eagled every 
which way, strung up with fish hooks through 
his dick, and repeatedly crucified. His tales end 
with shocking finales of crazed executions, de¬ 
monic ritual, and human sacrifice. Through¬ 
out it all, Coley is at first insouciant, and then 
as his mojo gets working, devil-may-care. 
You’ve ncverseen such abandon. And all of this 
is acutely drawn in bold, highly energized and 
strikingly clean lines. 


Lost weekend 

My only complaint with the Meatmen 
episodes was that they were fairly brief. Like any¬ 
one inflamed, I wanted more. Then, while 
browsing through the treasure troves of used 
erotica at The Magazine, I stumbled across Coley 
Running Wild. Not one, but three full-length

thought to myself, “Who writes this stuff?” 

My inquiry led me to John Blackburn, a 
quiet-spoken gentleman of 60 who leads a 
modest life as the proprietor of a framing shop 
and art gallery in West Hollywood, where he’s 
lived for several decades with his companion 
and the pet tropical birds he dotes upon.

Not only did he write Green 
Eggs and Ham, he had a political 
consciousness, too: Verso brings 
out Dr. Seuss Goes to War, a col¬ 
lection of the WWII editorial 
cartoons of Theodor 
Seuss Geisel, by 
Richard H. Minear, 
and with an introduc¬ 
tion by Maus cartoon¬ 
ist Art Spiegelman. 

The university press¬ 
es always contribute 
their fair share to the 
burgeoning gay lit¬ 
erature. This fall, 

Duke publishes 
Margaret Mead 
Made Me Gay, essays by pioneering 
lesbian cultural anthropologist Es¬ 
ther Newton.

Boystown: la Zona de Toleran- 
cia is composed of slice-of-life 
photos from border-town broth¬ 
els where Texas meets Mex¬ 
ico (Aperture); and then 
there’s Extreme Canvas, 
homemade movie 
poster paintings from 
Ghana (DAP) — the 
commentators include 
Clive Barker, Anjelica 
Houston and Gus Van 
Sant. 

Irish master 

Three of the 
most memorable 
reads we’ve had so far this year are 
novels that center on AIDS deaths: 
Edmund White’s The Married 
Man (Knopf), Brian Bouldrey’s 
Love, the Magician (Harrington 
Park Press), and Colm Toibm’s

The Blackwater Lightship (Scribn¬ 
er). As a group, they show that 
some of our best gay novelists (or 
“novelists who happen to be gay,” 
for the faint of heart) know that 
AIDS is still with us, front and 
center in fact. 

We came to Irish author 
Toibm’s fourth novel by a cir¬ 
cuitous route, happening across a 
chapter from his The Heather 
Blazing in the new anthology 
Circa 2000: Gay Fiction at the Mil¬ 
lennium, edited by Robert Drake 
and Terry Wolverton. The choice 
of this excerpt from Heather puz¬ 
zled us, since the book is circa 
1992 and does not concern gay re¬ 
lationships. 

But it reminded us of what a 
glorious read The Story of the 
Night (Henry Holt), Toibm’s third 
novel and winner of the ’98 
Ferro-Grumley Award, had been: 
a tale of a young man’s awakening 
to his gay sexuality, set against in¬ 
ternational intrigue and the com¬ 
ing to power of the military junta 
in Argentina. 

Blackwater Lightship, which 
was shortlisted for last year’s 
Booker Prize, returns to Ireland, 
specifically the Irish coast, and to 
little villages like Cush and Curra- 
cloe — the setting of most of 
Heather Blazing as well. Helen, her 
mother Lily and her grandmother 
Dora have brought brother, son 
and grandson Declan, gravely ill 
with AIDS, to Dora’s house by the 
cliffs of the sea. It’s likely that this 
is the end. 

Declan’s gay friends Larry and 
Paul are in the house for the dura¬ 
tion, too; they know a lot more 
than the relations about Declan’s 
disease and, in fact, about the man 
Declan has become. It’s a power¬ 
ful book, not sentimental at all, 
and further proof of Toibin’s mas¬ 
tery. ▼

Fassbinder territory 

' Water Drops on Burning Rocks' opens

1 J| i ater Drops on Burning 
mW Rocks was Fassbinder’s 
m m first play, written at age 
19. Shelved and apparently forgot¬ 
ten, it was discovered among his 
papers after his death, and lan¬ 
guished until French director 
Francois Ozon ( Sitcom ) decided 
to film it. Apparently, the prolific 
Fassbinder never wanted it pro¬ 
duced, either as play or film, be¬ 
cause it was too personal, based 
on a scandalous real-life relation¬ 
ship he had with an older man. It’s 
hard to imagine the flamboyant 
Fassbinder being so skittish about 
a potential sex scandal, but true or 
not, it makes watching the filmed 
version all the more enticing. 

There are only two men in this 
four-person play, 50-year-old 
salesman Leo and his 20-year-old 
boytoy Franz. It’s not entirely clear 
even by the end of this fascinating 
film which one is supposed to rep¬ 
resent Fassbinder, though it has 
the very personal feel of autobiog¬ 
raphy, however dressed up or dis¬ 
guised. 

In spite of the author’s youth, 
it’s a surprisingly mature work 
touching on themes of interper¬ 
sonal exploitation, and resonating 
with the peculiar mix of angst and 
biting black comedy seen in later 
works like Fox and His Friends. 

From the opening credits, it’s 
clear that we’re in Fassbinder ter¬ 
ritory. Cliche romantic French ac¬ 
cordion music plays behind a 
montage of sunny, sterile travel

postcards, portending the world 
of bourgeois fakery to come. 
Water Drops is a nasty little cham¬ 
ber play with a sweet surface a la 
The Bitter Tears of Petra Von Kant, 
with the same sense of peering 
into one of the colder corners of 
petit bourgeois life. Director Ozon 
keeps the story true to the time, 
setting the action in a single space, 
Leo’s sleek apartment dolled up in 
high 70s style, complete with shag 
area rug. 

Innocence lost 

Divided into four acts, the 
story opens with jaded Leo sizing 
up Franz, fishing for compliments 
(“But physically, don’t I look 


much younger?”), flirting (“Room 
size doesn’t matter, it’s the bed 
that counts”), and hinting at a 
darker side (“Playing games helps 
you know people”) that will even¬ 
tually dominate the lives of Franz 
and the two women who appear 
later. Franz, on the other hand, is a 
sensitive soul, an artistic youth in¬ 
terested more in “books, theatre, 
art in general” than in sex. Of 
course, Leo is thrilled at the 
chance to shred such innocence. 
He convinces the wavering Franz 
that he’s a closet case, and Franz 
almost offhandedly agrees to go to 
bed with him. 

Leo has looks and money,

Sinister seductions 


Falling for Frangois Ozon

||i t a time when French films 
- aren’t even popular with the 
m m French, a new cinema savior 
beckons. Frangois Ozon is here 
with two films playing simultane¬ 
ously on both sides of town. While 
their creator may appear cute, 
with a pronounced tendency to 
showcase the hairless chests of 
skittish teenage lads, don’t be 
fooled: his characters are more 
than eye candy. You may recoil 
from their behavior, but look 
more closely and you’ll find a 
piece of yourself rather nakedly 
up there on the screen. 

In the opening of Ozon’s twist¬ 
ed fairy tale Criminal Lovers, a 
high school girl lures her impo¬ 
tent boyfriend up tp her room for 
a sexy striptease. Alice whispers to 
Luc that she has been abused by 
another boy — a muscular Alger¬ 
ian, a boxer, the boy she really 
lusts for. “We will kill Said. I se¬ 
duce him. You come in. You kill 
him. We take off for the forest. We 
bury his body.” Our teenage killers 
haven’t got a shovel, so they buy 
one at the mall. Alice teases Luc at 
the checkout counter, “You must 
be happy. You said nothing ever 
happens to us. For once some¬ 
thing has happened!” 

Having seduced us to expect 
Oliver Stone, Ozon switches gears 
and gives us the Brothers Grimm: 
our not-so-sweet children are lost 
in the woods. Finding a rowboat, 
they drift down a river. Suddenly 
a cabin appears, only it’s actually 


a trap. Luc and Alice have become 
prey for a woodsman who likes his 
girls skinny and his boys plump. 

Criminal Lovers splices the 
American gangster movie with that 
most pessimistic of all art forms, 
the European fairy tale. Ozon gets 
to turn the tables on his young out¬ 
laws and allows the audience to 
empathize with their plight, using a 
healthy dose of voyeurism to shed 
light on the shifting power rela¬ 
tionships between Alice, Luc and 
the Woodsman. 

Next, Ozon discovered a dark

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Peronistas revisited 

SF Came rata Americana's 'Corpus Evita'

|| t takes a certain amount of 
H nerves — or cluelessness — to 
ft write an opera with “Evita” in 
the title, and to open the piece 
with the ailing Eva Peron address¬ 
ing her people from the balcony of 
the Casa Rosada. Unless you’ve 
been living in outer space for 25 
years, you immediately expect the 
blonde soprano to sing, “Don’t 
Cry for Me, Argentina.” 

Whatever Tim Rice’s epigram¬ 
matic lyrics may mean, Andrew 
Lloyd Webber’s tune is one of the 
most memorable of the last quar¬ 
ter of the 20th century. The rest of 
their opera is musically memo¬ 
rable, too. There is nothing in Cor¬ 
pus Evita, a new work by compos¬ 
er Carlos Franzetti and librettist 
Jose Luis Moscovich, that matches 
that memorable Lloyd Webber an¬ 
them, yet at Saturday’s world pre¬ 
miere at Yerba Buena Center, the 
new opera proved more interest¬ 
ing than “just a good try.” 

It isn’t exactly tuneful, though 
the music is tonal and easy on the 
ears; the vocal line most of the 
time is that typically amorphous 
one note-to-one syllable style of 
modern opera composition. And 
the piece is a big, ambitious, dra¬ 
matic mess, not able to settle on 
which Peron wife is its heroine. Yet 
production and execution were 
first-class, with superb singing 
from a well-chosen cast and an ac¬ 
complished chorus, all accompa¬ 
nied by the professional San Fran¬ 
cisco Camerata Americana, con¬ 
ducted by Moscovich. Impressive¬ 
ly buried in the dramatic confu¬ 
sion was enough powerful music 
theater to make one wish for a 
complete re-writing. 

I think the confusions of Cor¬ 
pus Evita arise from the situation 
of Moscovich and Lorenz Russo, 
credited with “the concept.” I have 
no knowledge of the background 
of these artists, or of composer 
Franzetti, but since the Camerata 
founded by Moscovich is dedicat¬ 
ed to playing and promoting Latin 
American music, I suspect that all 
three men (and probably some in 
the orchestra and chorus) are per¬ 
sonally connected to Argentina’s 
cataclysmic political upheavals: 
Evita’s charisma and treachery;

Peron’s naive attempt to revive the 
cult of Evita with his next wife, Is¬ 
abel (whose tenure as Argentina’s 
president following Peron’s death 
led directly to what Moscovich 
calls “the military’s dirty war 
against Argentina’s own people”); 
and finally, the desaparecidos (“the 
disappeared”), those ghosts of re¬ 
pression, torture and murder who 
still haunt Argentina today. 

Maybe the creators are just too 
close to the subject and feel too 
passionately about it to apply the 
measured objectivity that true art 
(as opposed to polemic) requires. 
Act I, for instance, ends with a 
grisly scene—powerfully staged by 
Daniel Helfgot — of torture by 
electrodes that symbolizes Ar¬ 
gentina’s “30,000 dead.” Very real¬ 
istic, but unprepared for musical¬ 
ly or dramatically, so that the act 
ends in eye-popping horror, not 
always the best way to raise the au¬ 
dience’s conscience; it’s just as 
likely to send them fleeing into the 
night. 

Alive and dead 

Moscovich’s convoluted dra¬ 
matic structure involves the real 
Evita (Marta Johansen, an Evita 
lookalike with a high soprano 
voice), her ghost “Corpus Evita” 
(Lisa Houston, an expressive 
mezzo-soprano), and Isabel 
(Eileen Morris, a lyric soprano). 
The real Evita opens and closes 
the opera and appears at a ball 
with Peron (John Minagro, who 
has something of Peron’s swagger¬ 
ing sex appeal and a cavernous 


bass voice), while her ghost ha¬ 
rangues the Doctor (Carl King) 
applying cosmetics to the body 
that Isabel has ordered returned to 
Buenos Aires. The music for 
mezzo-soprano is easiest to un¬ 
derstand; Franzetti’s high-lying 
vocal lines often made diction un¬ 
decipherable. 

The opera’s most striking char¬ 
acter, Minister of Social Welfare 
Jose Lopez Rega (John Swenson), 
argues with the Doctor and Evita’s 
ghost. A lot of political ground be¬ 
tween the ’50s and the ’70s is cov¬ 
ered in a few unintelligible sen¬ 
tences. We are into the fourth 
scene before Isabel, the opera’s 
one fully-rounded human being, 
is introduced. Morris creates a be¬ 
lievable character, passionately fe¬ 
male but morally weak. She looks 
remarkably like Isabel (perhaps as 
portrayed by Sharon Stone), and 
her acting is as subtle as her 
singing. With this scene, in which 
the Rasputin-like Lopez Rega tries 
to control Isabel, the opera sud¬ 
denly lurches into focus. 

That scene segues into the 
opera’s most entertaining se¬ 
quence, a seance at which Lopez 
Rega conjures up the dead Peron 
and Evita at a ball to show Isabel 
the purposes of power. It even has 
moments of much-needed 
humor. Granted, a lot of the suc¬ 
cess was due to Swenson’s body 
language and high, plangent tenor 
(he’d make a great Mime) and to 
Houston’s feminine sincerity, but 
these two scenes struck me as to¬ 
tally engrossing musically and 
dramatically, underlining the need 
to stay with Isabel and let the 
mythical Evita go. 

Yet it was obvious that political 
needs were driving this piece as 
much as artistic ones. The final 
scene, despite some marvelous 
choral writing, ends up as a paean 
to Evita — something that politi- 
cally-conscious Americans find 
hard to swallow. Yet the women 
behind me were sobbing by the 
end of the opera. So Corpus Evita 
has a place and a purpose. It’s just 
that some of it was so close to re¬ 
markable that I wished it had 
more universal appeal. Besides, we 
might as well face it. Nobody is 
going to improve on Lloyd Web¬ 
ber, so why set yourself up for that 
comparison? ▼

which translate into power, and 
Franz is quickly hooked. One of 
the film’s most poetic moments 
occurs when Franz describes a 
dream he had about his mother’s 
boyfriend making love to him. 
“He entered me like a girl,” he says 
wistfully. Leo takes advantage of 
Franz’s willingness to bare his pri¬ 
vate thoughts and quickly maneu¬ 
vers him into submission. Franz 
forgets his girlfriend Anna entire¬ 
ly, moves in, and increasingly fol¬ 
lows Leo’s bitchy commands. 
Soon Franz the thoughtful, striv¬ 
ing artist is reborn as one of Fass¬ 
binder’s classic oppressed wife-fig¬ 
ures (think Irm Therman in Bitter 
Tears). He’s pathetic in his accep¬ 
tance of Leo’s nastiest moods as 
the price of getting the older 
man’s dick up his ass. Any sign of 
personality is swiftly met by Leo’s 
stern voice, and Franz increasing¬ 
ly retreats into a robotlike exis¬ 
tence of sexual accommodation 
and domestic servitude. Fass¬ 
binder’s horror of middle-class 


domesticity was in place early, 
here evident in Leo’s railings 
against Franz’s inferior floor-wax¬ 
ing strategies, his “noisy shoes,” 
and his failure to return a record 
to its sleeve. 

Leo’s fascination with ruining 
Franz’s innocence eventually 
wanes as the process is complete. 
Franz tries to move out, but in the 
film’s masochistic mise en scene, 
this is of course impossible. The 
apartment is Leo’s game space, 
through which he can move the 
human players according to his 
whim, but it’s also Franz’s tomb. 
(This recalls Fassbinder’s interest 
in director Douglas Sirk, who in 
films like All That Heaven Allows 
and There's Always Tomorrow 
trapped his characters in sleek 
bourgeois homes from which they 
seemingly could never escape.) 
Leo’s masterful game-playing 
resurfaces as Franz declines, in a 
surprising heterosexual appropri¬ 
ation that shows gender is a sec¬ 
ondary concern in the exercise of 
power. Franz recognizes this when 
he laments, “Fresh flesh wins out.” 
The eleventh-hour arrival of Vera, 
another of Leo’s victims, extends 


the range of Leo’s cruelty and 
gives Franz a friend to briefly 
bond with. The ending prefigures 
that of Fox and His Friends, with 
even death disrespected. 

Director Ozon is faithful to 
Fassbinder’s vision while intro¬ 
ducing personal touches in the 
staging that make this a true col¬ 
laboration. He captures the nu¬ 
ances of Franz’s almost silent suf¬ 
fering in evocative close-ups, and 
formalizes his status as a prisoner 
in this plush space by framing him 
in the window. Ozon’s camera is 
dispassionate in recording these 
horrors, the simple framing mak¬ 
ing the grim action all the more 
powerful. Best of all is the acting, 
particularly Bernard Giraudeau as 
the almost casually evil Leo and 
Malik Zidi as the naif Franz. Fass¬ 
binder can arguably be found in 
both these characters. Franz is a 
dead ringer for the director’s ro¬ 
mantic, hopeful side that Leo, the 
cynic, can’t resist crushing. ▼

4th Annual Arab Film Festival, ' Cinemayaat' at the Roxie

T he myth of the monolith 
dies hard. To the Western 
mind, the word “Arab” is still 
interchangeable with “terrorist,” 
and “Arabia” conjures up a cornu¬ 
copia of negative images, from the 
playboy princes of the oil-rich 
countries to the “holy wars” that 
allegedly plague the region to the 
alleged economic and cultural 
backwardness that keeps these 
countries down. Ali Baba fantasies 
and images of desert adventures a 
la T. E. Lawrence have also been 
instrumental in replacing the re¬ 
ality of complex Arab histories 
and cultures. Of course, it’s easy to 
get away with destroying a region, 
as the US has done in Iraq, if it’s 
already been stripped of its hu¬ 
manity and complexity. 

Still, there are pockets of resis¬ 
tance, and cinema has proven one 
of the most crucial. An event like 
Cinemayaat, the annual Arab Film 
Festival, challenges the myth of the 
Arab world as a monolith. This 
year’s fest, which plays the Roxie 
Sept. 7-9, is a strong mix of the 
personal and the political — not 
surprising, given the vast up¬ 
heavals in the region — from the 
displacement of the Palestinians to 
the continued pathology of the 
bombing of Iraq to the endless 
search for identity in the diaspora. 
The festival balances this approach 
with some upbeat works, not least 
among them Flirtation of Girls, a 
1949 musical comedy from Egypt. 
There are over two dozen features, 
shorts, and documentaries in the 
fest; this article will touch on a few 
of the highlights. 

Kasim Abid’s Naji Al-Ali: An 
Artist with Vision buries the myth 
that the Palestinians speak with 
the single voice of the PLO. This 
incisive bio of the Palestinian car¬ 
toonist Naji Al-Ali ends with his 
murder, still unsolved but pre¬ 
sumably due to established inter-

ests reacting to his slashing cri¬ 
tiques of the PLO, which he saw as 
corrupt and self-serving. 

“I’m biased and I don’t deny it,” 
Al-Ali once said, but the bias was 
humanist. Politicized from a 
young age — he was deported 
from Palestine in the late ’40s 
when it was seized by Israel, and he 
was raised in dire poverty in the 
refugee camps — he found solace 
in his artistic ability. He would 
perfect his style of visual agitprop 
early, “simplicity which was intu¬ 
itive and deadly,” as one critic said. 
His most powerful motif was the 
placement of a small boy in the 
cartoons, his back always to the 
viewer as he faced some cata¬ 
clysmic horror. Interviews with 
those who knew him, including his 
widow, along with archival footage 
and a selection of his cartoons, 
paint an unforgettable picture of 
this gifted man, whose work 
stands with the best of the century. 

Grim events 

Nizar Hassan is a well-known 
documentarian with a subtly hec¬ 
toring style that eventually strips 
the defenses of his subjects. In Yas¬ 
min, he interviews a Palestinian 
woman in prison for helping her 
brother murder their sister, 15-

being in the spotlight again, 
Dorothy becomes increasingly 
petulant and intransigent as Aysha 
tries to penetrate a history that 
Dorothy will only offer on her 
own terms. Ghazoul’s leftist polit¬ 
ical leanings, particularly her ob¬ 
jections to US bombing of Iraq, 
become the source of several un¬ 
fortunate encounters. The old 
lady’s ribald tales of life on the

On a happier note is Anwar 
Wagdi’s Flirtation of Girls.

He plays 
“Mr. Pigeon,” a buffoonish, slight¬ 
ly deluded professor of Arabic 
hired to teach the language to the 
local pasha’s daughter, Leila 
(noted Arabic singer Leila 
Murad). Of course, Leila prefers 
singing and dancing and flirting 
to lessons, and poor Pigeon falls 
under her spell. Much comic con¬ 
fusion ensues, including a won¬ 
derful scene where Pigeon is 
caught in Leila’s bedroom, but as 
in the Hollywood films that in¬ 
spired this one, it all ends with a 
song and dance. T

year-old Amil, who ran off with an 
older Druse man. Hassan asks the 
same question repeatedly even 
when he’s been answered, eliciting 
always more information until 
Yasmin describes the grim events 
surrounding her sister’s death. The 
interrogation takes in other partic¬ 
ipants, including the detective who 
worked on the case, but Hassan 
shifts the focus throughout to the 
broader issues of male-female re¬ 
lations. This yields some disturb¬ 
ing insights, as when Yasmin’s 
mother tells her, “Do you think I 
married your father out of love?” 

Economic necessity converges 
with a lethal form of patriarchy for 
village families, though the film of¬

Yasmin 
is built around a poetic motif, Yas¬ 
min’s search for her sister’s grave.

cided we should drop our pants.” 

Schrock was the producing 
artistic director of LA’s Celebra¬ 
tion Theatre in 1998, when he 
conceived of a show that would 
trumpet male nudity and then 
hopefully offer something more 
than soft-core titillation. He invit¬ 
ed dozens of songwriters to par¬ 
ticipate, and wound up with con¬ 
tributions by 13 authors that he 
thought fit his theme the best. 

“I wanted it to show that nudi¬ 
ty is not necessarily always about 
sex,” Schrock said, “and the whole 
purpose of the show is to explore

different aspects of nudity. I think 
it’s been so successful because it’s 
not about sex.” 

Well, it’s a little bit about sex. 
In New York, audiences pay a $20 
surcharge to sit in the first two 
rows. And as Sawyer notes, “You 
know in the opening number 
where people’s eyes are going to 
be, so you have to gauge at what 
point in the show are they going 
to start looking at faces.” 

In fact, “Gratuitous Nudity” is 
the name of the opening song de¬ 
signed to quickly get the obvious 
out of way. Other songs, per¬ 
formed in varying degrees of dress, 
explore a variety of body issues. 
“Muscle Addiction” looks at gay 
gym culture. “The Bliss of a Bris” is 
about circumcision. “Robert 
Mitchum” recalls a time when he- 
men weren’t necessarily buffed to 
perfection. And songs like “The 
Naked Maid,” “Perky Little Porn 
Star,” and “Nothin’ but the Radio 
On” are fairly self-explanatory. 

Rocks out 

San Francisco is getting a song 
written expressly for this produc¬ 
tion, thanks to Sawyer. “I had heartd 
that in Texas they wrote an original 
song called, ‘They Grow Them Big¬ 
ger in Texas,’ and I asked if I could 
have an original song for San Fran¬ 
cisco,” the director said. The result is 
“Rockin’ on the Rock.” “It’s an Alca¬ 
traz fantasy,” Sawyer said. 

Sawyer has made several other 
more subtle changes to the show. 
“The material has a tendency to 
be justifying the gay aspects,” he 
said, “and I wanted to make sure it 
was a celebration of the sexuality 
rather than a justification. I think 
the gay audience in San Francisco 
is more sophisticated in that way 
than even New York audiences.” 

While he hasn’t changed any of 
the lyrics, Sawyer brought an atti¬ 


tude adjustment to “Muscle Ad¬ 
diction.” The gym number, per¬ 
formed by the entire cast, has a 
lyric that he just didn’t like: “It’s 
true for you, it’s true for me, gay 
men got to be fat free.” 

“That’s the number where I’ve 
probably placed the most of my 
little political agenda,” Sawyer said. 
“You can make a comment on the 
lyric and still say the words.” 

But the fact is, getting cast in 
Naked Boys Singing is pretty much 
guaranteed to improve anyone’s 
workout routine. 

“Of course we want some at¬ 
tractiveness,” said Schrock, the 
original director, “but I tried to 
round out the cast a little bit with 
people who weren’t quite so buff 
and gorgeous. But after I cast 
them, they become buff because 
they’re surrounded by all these 
other gorgeous naked guys.” 

When he was casting the show 
locally, Sawyer knew his decisions 
couldn’t be just skin-deep. “You 
can be good-looking and naked 
for a couple of numbers,” he said, 
“but after that you have to have all 
the other requisite musical come¬ 
dy talents.” 

Seven members 

Sawyer’s cast of seven has 
names familiar to regular theater¬ 
goers (Arturo Galster, Peter Fogel, 
and Tom Orr) and names without 
a long list of local credits (Jared 
Fortunato, Isaac Brantner, Steve 
Clay, and James Quedado). 

Jared Fortunato, one of the 
fresh faces, was just leaving the 
gym when he paused for an inter¬ 
view over his cell phone. His first 
real acting job was in Jeff Stryker 
Does Hard Time, so being naked 
on stage in his new show isn’t 
much of a novelty. 

“It’s just icing on the cake of a

Coley’s attributes and history. 

“Coley is nothing like me phys¬ 
ically,” John told me in one of a se¬ 
ries of recent telephone conversa¬ 
tions, “but there are several things 
in his personality that are like me. 
Certainly his ideas of sexual free¬ 
dom. While some feel shame 
about sexuality, I don’t. I feel nat¬ 
ural and comfortable with it. If 
others have been made to feel un¬ 
easy about sex, the most natural of 
feelings, that’s their problem, not 
mine. I consider my sexuality to 
be the ultimate joy of life, and, in 
fact, my religion.” 

In addition to this insistent 
and rebellious sense of sexual free¬ 
dom, John also shares — or used 
to share — with Coley the traits of 
promiscuity, exhibitionism and 
narcissism. “When I was young,” 
John confided, “I did have a ten¬ 
dency to go to gay parties pretty 
outrageously attired, and some¬ 
times I was unattired before the 
party was over. I had stuff that 
didn’t stay on for too long. It was¬ 
n’t intended to.” 

John was painfully aware of the 
small-town prejudice and lack of 
role models in his sleepy home of 
Statesboro, some 50 miles inland 
from Savannah, and as a young 
teen denied his sexuality. But after 
moving to Atlanta to attend art 
school, he came out at the age of

great show,” said Fortunato, who 
declined to reveal his age. “I’ve 
found it’s more enjoyable than 
singing with your clothes on. 
When I sing I reveal myself and, 
symbolically, shedding one’s 
clothes is a great way to do that.” 

When Fortunato arrived in San 
Francisco in 1997, he was an offi¬ 
cer with the Justice Department 
deciding who was entitled to po¬ 
litical asylum in the United States. 
“It was a parade of misery,” he 
said. “It was a difficult thing to do, 
and I didn’t like doing it.” 

On a flight to Los Angeles, as he 
was sharing his professional woes, 
his seatmate produced the busi- 


20. Despite having a lover — the 
man who had been his very first 
sexual encounter — John dove 
with rowdiness into the permis¬ 
sive freedoms of the late 1960s. 

Finding that the commercial 
art work offered in Atlanta wasn’t 
personally stimulating, John 
moved with his lover to West Los 
Angeles, where his unfortunately 
unsettled partner committed sui¬ 
cide. Highly traumatized, John 
lived alone quietly for a time. “But 
the ’70s were a good time to be 
single,” John recalled, “and my life 
was soon filled with sex and hav¬ 
ing a good time. And then I met 
Jimmy, and we’ve been together 
for 23 years.” 

Too sexy for success 

During those early years in LA, 
John thought he was content 
doing portraits, graphic illustra¬ 
tions, and commercial work. But 
it was all coming out too sexy, 
which compromised his main¬ 
stream success. Then suddenly 
one day, his true calling began to 
crystallize. 

“My lover was looking at some 
skin magazine illustrations, and I 
said, ‘I could do that!”’ Soon, First- 
Hand and In Touch magazines 
were publishing his erotic illustra¬ 
tions. Yet what he had in mind was 
a comic strip. 

“I really admired Howard 
Cruise’s work in the early Advocate 
newspaper. He wanted to be as 
sexy as he could, but then AIDS 


ness card of an acting coach in San 
Francisco. “She said, ‘Go see this 
woman. It will change your life,’ 
and three years later here I am.” 

After playing Jeff Stryker’s cell¬ 
mate, Fortunato got to keep his 
clothes on in The Secret of the Old 
Queen, the Hardy Boys spoof at the 
New Conservatory Theatre Center. 

“You know, what I get self-con¬ 
scious about is not being naked in 
front of people,” he said. “People 
ask me that. ‘Oh, isn’t that scary?’ I 
guess it is for maybe five or 10 min¬ 
utes. I would better understand 
someone saying, ‘Gosh, you’re 
singing and dancing in front of a 
roomful of people, and isn’t that 
challenging?’ That to me is the real 
challenge, not whether I have jeans 
and a T-shirt on or nothing at all. I 
mean, that’s what we all look like

made him decide not to promote 
that, and he went in different di¬ 
rections. But I still liked the sex 
idea. There could be nothing 
wrong with depicting sex in a 
comic strip, since it was a fantasy. 
So I decided to act as if the 1970s 
had extended right up into the 
’90s, without the plague. 

“I think sex is a good subject 
for art. And I like to see how far I 
can go, to shock, if possible. It’s 
more interesting that way. It’s es¬ 
capism, after all, not life.” 

Coley came to life only after 
several starts. First there was the 
darkly handsome “Johnny Shad¬ 
ow,” a Coley prototype whose sin¬ 
gle exploit was published in Meat¬ 
men 16. “I had scribbled around 


without clothes on.” 

But Arturo Galster, one of the 
local stage veterans in the cast, 
wasn’t so sure about that when he 
was tapped for the cast. “I am the 
oldest one in the cast, and I 
thought, ‘I’m going to have to 
compete on stage with these 
young whippersnappers, all cute 
and done.’ I have been going to the 
gym a lot more regularly.” 

Galster, 41, is famous around 
these parts for his evocations of 
female personalities in shows like 
Dirty Little Show Tunes and 
Christmas with the Crawfords. His 
tribute to Patsy Cline has been a 
local institution since 1983. 

“I’m used to hiding behind a 
wig and three pounds of makeup,” 
Galster said. “In fact, the other

for a long time before I found 
Coley,” John told me, “but then 
his personality just came to life. 

I didn’t decide he’ll be this or 
that — it just came to me. Not 
only that, but as I began to 
draw and write him, I fell in 
love with him.” 

John printed up several adven¬ 
tures for friends. One of the earli¬ 
est, and still a favorite of mine, is 
Roller Boogie Hotrod, a charac¬ 
teristically happy burst of cock 
display in which Coley swings 
his thing down West LA’s 
Westwood Blvd. (ultimately 
published in Meatmen 14). 

John submitted the strips 
to both Winston Ley- 
land, publisher of the 
Meatmen series, and 
to Eros Comix, a 
company which 
had pioneered the 
publication of 
sexually explicit 
graphic novels, 
but which had 
not previously 
published any 
gay material. 

Both jumped, 
and in 1992 
Coley appeared 
in their differ¬ 
ing formats, 
and was 
marketed 
to differ¬ 
ent buy¬ 
ers. The 
Eros 

company, which distributes its 
graphic novels to comic book out¬ 
lets, doesn’t seem to know about 
gay bookstores, with the result 
that many gay fans of Coley’s 
Meatmen appearances don’t know 
of these full-length graphic nov¬ 
els. A Different Light promises to 
carry them; I found them at 
Comix Experience on Divisidero. 
The curious should check out a 
fan’s swell tribute on the Internet, 
www.linder.com/ under/black- 
burn. 

Ripping tale 

The first of the Eros Comix 
novels is basically bi- and hetero¬ 
sexual. The second is a rough sex 
melodrama set in Bayou country, 
with a corrupt judge, sadistic 
prison guards, a murderous gang 
of homophobic good ol’ boys, and 



an SM finale in which 
Coley gets his tits ripped off. 

Third in the series is Destiny 
Coast, which is the author’s fa¬ 
vorite, because unlike the preced¬ 
ing books, which were collected 
from short-form comics, he was 
allowed to create this one in a sin¬ 
gle arch, with the freedom of 
length. It glories in full-page land¬ 
scapes and widescreen closeups of 
the body parts you like most. It’s 
also the most gay, as well as the 
most transgressive of the series. 

But transgression be damned is 
John’s attitude. “I’ve always 
worked under my own name. I’m 
willing to say, yes, I did this. And if 
you don’t like it, then lump it.” 
And since John finds cartooning a 
difficult art form, with each page 
taking a full day to complete — 
Destiny Coast took a year and a 
half — he’s glad to hear from his 
fans. 

“It’s a good feeling, to hear 
from people how excited they are 
by Coley, and how much they 
identify. And they get the point,” 
John concluded, “that sex is a real¬ 
ly good thing.” T

Got Bruce

Still Acting Gay: Male Homosex¬ 
uality in Modem Drama by John 
M. Clum; St. Martin's, $15.95 

Flaming Classics: Queering the 
Film Canon by Alexander Doty; 
Routledge, $18.95 

J ohn Clum and Alexander 
Doty both offer recent con¬ 
tributions to the media stud¬ 
ies wing of lesbian and gay studies. 

Clum’s Still Acting Gay is a re¬ 
vised and expanded version of the 
1992 Acting Gay. Clum overviews 
American and British drama, 
looking at both theatre and film. 


Clum’s analysis is fairly tradi¬ 
tional and very well-read, hopping 
from drama to drama in a fluent 
and comfortable effortlessness. Still 
Acting Gay is a masterful overview 
of the presence of male homosexu¬ 
ality in recent drama. Clum’s sub¬ 
ject matter and methodology are 
indifferent to recent theoretical 
trends that otherwise characterize 
lesbian and gay studies. This makes 
for solid and readable prose, though 
it won’t amount to an electrifying or 
thrilling read for many outside of its 
drama-centered audience. 

Still Acting Gay offers various 
prisms through which gay drama 
can be comprehended: the history 
of representation; AIDS; and gay 
cultural history, among others. The 
overall effect is reader-friendly, al¬ 
lowing several kinds of drama to be 
read in concert with one another. 

Doty’s Flaming Classics, on the 
other hand, avidly trains its eye on 
partial and selective objects of in¬ 
quiry. Flaming Classics owes much 
to Doty’s prior study Making 
Things Perfectly Queer, published 
in 1993. In Making, Doty argues 


that it is in “acts of production or 
reception” that the queerness of 
mass culture is revealed and con¬ 
firmed. To put it another way, we 
make films, television shows and 
other cultural materials queer via 
our interpretations of them. 

Doty continues this argument 
in Flaming Classics. At the core of 
Flaming Classics is the notion that 
mainstream, classic films can be 
more “queer-suggestive” than 
openly lesbian and gay texts. Doty 
also argues that queer readings of 
films otherwise regarded as het¬ 
erosexual should not be avoided; 
that they, in fact, should be pre¬ 
sented as accurate and durable. 

Gentlemen prefer bis 

This is the philosophical crux of 
Flaming Classics: that queer inter¬ 
pretations of “straight” films can and 
should challenge the assumption 
that there is no homosexuality in a 
character or narrative unless direct¬ 
ly, predictably and literally stated as 
such. From Doty’s perspective, it is 
beyond literalism that possibilities 
for uncanny and strange relations 
between viewer and text or between 
subject and interpretation can 
thrive. He pursues The Wizard of Oz 
as lesbian fantasy, Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes as an encasement of bisexu¬ 
al allegiances, and the odd gender of 
Norman Bates’ character in Psycho. 

If Doty prefers unpredictable 
queer readings, not necessarily 
homosexual, Clum depicts a grad¬ 


ual but consistent evolution of gay 
male theatre, from the hidden to 
the open. Clum moves deftly from 
play to play by subject. This orga¬ 
nization of the book renders its 
treatment even less academic. 

Flaming Classics is geared to¬ 
ward an academic audience, or at 
least a general audience familiar 
with academic theory, while Still 
Acting Gay will probably be more 
accessible to less academically 
primed readers. Clum himself 
writes intentionally in an almost 
anti-theoretical manner. The dif¬ 
ferent frameworks of the books 
make them interesting as com¬ 
panion pieces, as ways of making 
sense both of explicitly gay drama 
as well as drama that we decide is, 
in one or another way, gay. ▼ 


Bruce! My Adventures in the Skin 
Trade and Other Essays by Bruce 
Vilanch; Putnam, $18.95 

B ruce Vilanch, aging celebu- 
tante, comedy writer, and 
stand-up comedian, re¬ 
works a small amount of materi¬ 
al, previously published elsewhere, 
in Bruce! My Adventures in the 
Skin Trade and Other Essays. The 
title, he admits in the introduc¬ 
tion, has nothing to do with the 
skin trade, but he thought it 
would sell books. Now that we 
know what he is, there’s nothing 
left but haggling about price; 
$18.95 is the going rate for the 
current Bruce! adventure. 

In these 27 essayettes, Vilanch 
establishes that he can occasional¬ 
ly turn a funny phrase and that he 
has Hollywood connections. His 
insights run about as deep as the 
Los Angeles river. The gnomish 
Vilanch looks like a bearded cock¬ 
er spaniel, one who cannot re¬ 
strain himself from gushing over 
his celebrity friends and employ¬ 
ers. Here he fawns over Mel Gib¬ 
son, sings hosannas to the late 
Elizabeth Montgomery, and trots 
out his close personal relation¬ 
ships with Bette Midler, Robin 
Williams, and Billy Crystal. 

In this book, and in his fre¬ 
quent public appearances, Vilanch 
gives new meaning to the term 
“fawning sycophant.” After years 
of writing comedy material for the 
famous, he now rubs his rotund 
persona up against the-illuminata 
of Hollywood, hoping some of 
that stardust will rub off. Not since 
Jacqueline Susann has there been 
such a relentless self-promoter, 
and not since Golda Meir has 
there been such a looker! 

In addition to the 1999 docu¬ 
mentary Get Bruce!, Vilanch ap¬ 
pears regularly in the pages of The 


Advocate, and he is featured in the 
revived Hollywood Squares as the 
unnatural heir to Paul Lynde. Un¬ 
like Lynde, Vilanch is out of the 
closet, but this makes him no less 
repugnant. Serving as the 
mild-mannered, harmless fag, he 
recalls ancient Hollywood role 
models along the lines of Stepin 
Fetchit and Franklin Pangborn. Vi¬ 
lanch is so physically repulsive, and 
so quick to make a fool of himself, 
that he is given air time on a regu¬ 
lar basis to make homosexuality 
palatable to the masses via buf¬ 
foonery. Let there be no mistake, 
Bruce Vilanch is no Noel Coward. 
And if the real Vilanch were ever se¬ 
riously shown on camera with his 
tongue down the throat of another 
man, America’s love affair with him 
would end faster than Ernest Borg- 
nine’s marriage to Ethel Merman. 

For those who have not had 
enough mindless self-promotion 
from the denizens of Tinseltown, or 
for those who thought they might 
have missed something in those back 
issues of The Advocate, this book is 
for you. As far as this reviewer is con¬ 
cerned, Bruce! My Adventures in the 
Skin Trade and Other Essays is to lit¬ 
erature what the new Kathie Lee Gif¬ 
ford CD is to music. T

t uerida Susana, 

You have worked so hard 
on my biography, and I am 
so honored. I thank you from the 
bottom of my heart. As translator 
of several of my works, no one 
knows them better. ( Divina, I 
won’t revive that old dispute over 
royalties, but I take issue with your 
comment that my translations 
into English, of my own work, suf¬ 
fer from “an awkward literalism.” 
Literalismo was my middle name, 
but I never suffered from it.) 

As for your writing in Manuel 
Puig and the Spider Woman, did 
you really have to labor over all 
those details from my novels? Let 
the reader buy them; good biogra¬ 
phy is about the artist, not the art. 
And this is where you fail, to my 
great pleasure. I did not choose 
the life of a mariposa to have my 
brief flight on the human plane 
exposed in intimate detail. I elud¬ 
ed you, despite all your efforts, as 
I eluded everyone except my dear 
friend Mario. I was so difficult, so 
evasive, no biographer could cap¬ 
ture me on the page. And you, a 
woman of a certain sexuality and 
an academic, came to your task 
with those two strikes against you. 
Regarding the latter, I offer this 
quote from the biography: 

“No one artist embodied the 
sixties more wholly, even in en¬ 
gage anti -yanqui Buenos Aires, 
than Andy Warhol, and the most 
enduring legacy of his art would 
be its liberating elision of the 
boundaries between high art and 
mass culture. ...Manuel Puig 
would blast similar boundaries 
with a well-honed sense of the 
put-on too, but by recycling the 
debris of mass culture in a creative

A Density of Souls by Christopher 
Rice; Talk Miramax Books, 

$23.95 

t would be an obscenely deli- 
ll cious temptation for a review- 
1 er to dismiss Christopher Rice’s 
enterprising, very gay new novel 
as the simple instance of a young 
writer riding lucky Mommy’s 
coattails express to success. To re¬ 
sist the lure to bad-mouth a newly 
published author simply for being 
born (right place, right parents) is 
to shirk the bias and hype that 
surround this work and examine 
it as it stands: warts and all. 

Still, the 21-year-old author 
(more popularly known as “Anne 
Rice’s son”) has benefited from his 
familial association by being 
graced with a big publicity budget, 
a media-intensive website 
(www.densityofsouls.com), and a 
cameo in a recent episode of 
MTV’s The Real World. Rice is ob¬ 
viously surfing high above other 
first authors who search desper¬ 
ately for a publisher’s attention. 

Set in the lush Garden District 
of New Orleans (where else?), the 
melodramatic narrative follows 
Meredith Ducote, Brandon Char- 
bonnet, Stephen Conlin, and Greg 
Darby through their tumultuous 
high school years. It is here that 


secrets, lies, jealousy, murder, 
bomb threats, suicide, hot sex, for¬ 
bidden love, violence, and a par¬ 
ticularly destructive Hurricane 
Brandy conspire to make their 
young lives a living nightmare — 
with a few twists, of course. 

The book opens with a prepu- 
bescent, clandestine lip-lock 
in a cemetery between 
gay character (“rail- 
thin, androgynous”) 

Stephen and the soon- 
to-be high school foot¬ 
ball star Greg, all ob¬ 
served by jealous friend 
Meredith. The mess that 
ensues places brittle 
Stephen at the mercy of ho¬ 
mophobic taunts and phys¬ 
ical cruelty throughout his 
school years, abandoned and 
ostracized by his once-close 
friends, and left alone. Mirac¬ 
ulously, he finds love (but 
cries a bit), loses love (cries 
more), finds love again 
(“erupting into sobs”), and 
somehow manages to make an 
often-clumsy plot interesting 
and timely. 

Rice’s story benefits from the 
strength of well-drawn charac¬ 
ters, especially a fine supportive 
cast of adults, each carrying his or 
her own sordid secret, from schiz¬ 
ophrenia to guilty grief to alco¬ 
holism. The dialogue is authentic 
and realistic, and adds momen- 


effort to recuperate a buried au¬ 
thenticity.” 

Madonna! Compared to these 
sentences, my “awkward literal¬ 
ism” is as smooth as a Fred and 
Ginger continental. You have been 
a professor too long, and it is 
killing your writing; the book 
reads like a master’s thesis, a 
fool-proof cure for insomnia. But 
I don’t want to be too harsh. Your 
research is thorough and precise, 
and I would expect no less from 
you. 

I doubt this book will find an 
audience, because I am doomed to 
be remembered as a ofte-trick 
pony on the literary front. And if 
it weren’t for that spider woman, 
the only tricks allowed me would 
be my memorable Carioca assig¬ 
nations. One big Hollywood 
movie, with four Oscar nomina¬ 
tions, and a posthumous Broad¬ 
way musical — things could have 
been worse. So I thank you, on be¬ 
half of myself and all the other Aj> 
gentine writers mentioned in your 
work. Those of us who have trad¬ 
ed the Rio de la Plata for the River 
Styx owe you a debt of gratitude.

River of cool 

A long time ago in San Francisco, before I wised up, I used to 
think hip gay people didn’t like and never listened to jazz. 
That’s when I was spending most of my urban-leisure time 
hanging out in the most popular gay bars, clubs and cafes, where 
never once did I hear the sultry, sweet strains of jazz I so appreci¬ 
ated. Yet I dared not admit my liking to potential tricks, who would 
be sure to sneer at me, contemptuous of an art form with no ap¬ 
parent gay following except, perhaps, in dingy piano bars. Admit¬ 
ting a taste for the genre seemed unlikely to get me laid. 

The gay community’s music horizon has broadened consider¬ 
ably since the glamour days of disco. Now many aging danceaholics 
and young clubbers alike openly confess jazz leanings. Some might 
even be called jazz queens, and they deserve respect for tuning in to 
the coolest vibe flowing across the continent. 

An excellent place to encounter the jazz-loving species of homo, 
mingling amicably with a jazzy hetero crowd, will be up at the Russ¬ 
ian River this coming weekend, in the heart of Sonoma County’s 
beautiful redwood country, where gayness abounds and resorts cater 
to the tastes of one and all. There, on September 9 and 10, jazz lovers 
of every stripe will gather to partake of the exquisite 24th Annual 
Russian River Jazz Festival, held on Johnson’s Beach. 

The headliners for the fest are household names, even in gay 
households — pianist Chick Corea, vocalist Dee Dee Bridgewa¬ 
ter, Grammy winner Poncho Sanchez, and saxophonist Bran¬ 
ford Marsalis, among other featured performers. The event be¬ 
gins with a 17-piece big band led by saxophonist Mel Martin, 
along with drummer Harold Jones who spent many years in the 
bands of Count Basie and Sarah Vaughan. 

One of the most exciting performers on the jazz circuit, Roy 
Hargrove, will be trumpeting his way through a set informed by 
his early exposure to gospel music in rural Texas, to R&B and other 
popular music during his public-school years, and the influence of 
world-traveled jazz musician David “Fathead” Newman, a fellow 
Texan and long-standing veteran of the Ray Charles Band. Har¬ 
grove once described Newman’s sound as “melodic and greasy,” and 
sought to emulate the style. By the age of 19, he had performed his 
own brand of melodic, greasy jazz in clubs and concert halls in 
Texas and across the country, often guesting with the likes of Wyn¬ 
ton Marsalis, Dizzy Gillespie and Herbie Hancock. 

The word to all you LGBT and questioning jazz lovers is to get 
your booties up to the River this weekend, making sure to arrive 
early to claim a picnic spot on the beach. Bring blankets, swim gear, 
hats, sunscreen, and something to keep warm in once the sun sets. 
And as this is jazz, not disco, do remember the proper time to snap 
your fingers is in rhythm with the beat, not when you’re dissing 
your beach neighbor’s flawed taste in bikini wear. ;-) ▼

John Glover finds the truth in fairy tales

J ohn Glover, who won a Tony 
Award for playing gay broth¬ 
ers, decided some years ago 
that he could be a better actor if 
he wasn’t worrying about hiding 
the fact that he himself is gay. 

“It took a long time for me to 
come around,” said the star of 
ACT’s Hans Christian Andersen. “I 
spent the ’60s and ’70s being very 
frightened of being myself, even 
with my friends. I finally looked at 
what was important to me.” 

If opening up helped his art — 
and winning the Tony Award for 
Love! Valour! Compassion! indi¬ 
cates it did — Glover feels the 
pressure to reveal even more for 
his current assignment as the 
master spinner of fairy tales. “It’s 
terrifying at certain points,” he 
said, “and at other points so exhil¬ 
arating.” 

A stage adaptation of a 1952 
Danny Kaye movie musical might 
not seem the stuff of soul-baring 
challenges, but what is being con¬ 
ceived on the stage of the Geary 
Theatre is far afield from tradi¬ 
tional musical comedy. What ba¬ 
sically remains from the movie are 
Frank Loesser’s songs, and they 
are being woven into a New Age 
spectacle by director Martha 
Clarke and librettist Sebastian 
Barry that explores Andersen’s 
troubled psyche as the source of 
his allegorical stories. 

“This is a complete change of 
pace for me,” Glover said. “I’m re¬ 
alizing that what Martha wants is 
me. I play a lot of villains and psy¬ 
chos and things like that, but I act 
them. She’s looking for some kind 
of honed-down truth in all her 
work. Part of the challenge is peel¬ 
ing off all those layers of protec¬ 
tion we have.” 

Glover, 56, has become some-

thing of an instant expert on Hans 
Christian Andersen, reading all his 
stories that are often a lot darker 
than the famous ones that most 
children know. He’s also read sev¬ 
eral biographies, including the re¬ 
cent Fan Dancer, which explores 
Andersen’s fear of intimacy with 
both men and women, and which 
strongly suggests he was a re¬ 
pressed homosexual. 

“Several of the books say that 
masturbation was high on his 
mind, and in his diaries there was 
a symbol that he used for it,” 
Glover said. “He had great guilt 
about his sexuality, which just un¬ 
locked so many demons in him, 
but it all went into work, and I 
think it’s one of the reasons he was 
such a genius.” 

While the new production 
doesn’t suggest any latent homo¬ 
sexuality (“and there are no jerk- 
off scenes,” Glover says), it does 
show his pattern of professing 
love for clearly unavailable 
women. “I think we deal honestly 
with his problems,” he said. 

But the show isn’t designed as a 
dark psychodrama. “I look at the 
evening as a series of these incred¬ 
ible, beautiful, magical escapes 
that he finds from his life as he 
deals with all his fears and 
demons,” said Glover, who is the 
only cast member who doesn’t 
take flight in Peter Pan fashion. 

“What I’m focusing on in my 
performance are the parallels that 
I see between him and me. There 
are parts of me that I keep secret 
even from myself. I have demons, 
and I’d love to be able to healthily 
look at the demons and still be a 
wonderful actor and not feel I 
need them to create.” 

Clown time 

The tall, imposing actor grew 
up shy and lonely in Maryland as 
the only child of a father who was 
a television salesman, and a moth¬ 
er who was a member of the 
D.A.R. “I was terrified most of the 
time,” Glover said, “and I became 
a clown. That was a part of my de¬ 
fense.” 

In high school, theater gave 
him a place both to bloom and to 
escape. He headed to college to 
study drama with the intention of 
becoming a teacher, but it was his 
mother who suggested that he 
apply for a summer apprentice¬ 
ship at the Barter Theatre in Vir¬ 
ginia. When he was cast as the 
young lead in Look Homeward, 
Angel, acting with experienced 


professionals from New York, he 
decided he had what it takes for a 
career as an actor. 

But acting wasn’t the only 
thing he learned at the Barter 
Theatre. “Summer stock, my God, 
what you learn in summer stock,” 
he said. “The first summer was 
kind of slow, but during the next 
two I learned quite a lot.” 

Such as? 

“I can’t tell you all my secrets,” 
Glover said with a laugh. “I use 
them in my acting.” 

Glover arrived in New York in 
1966 and was promptly cast as 
Huck Finn in a traveling children’s 
theater that played elementary 
schools. But sunny roles were not 
to be Glover’s forte. 

He made his film debut in 
1978 in Julia, playing a mean 
drunk who gets slapped by Jane 
Fonda. The villainy would contin¬ 
ue in such movies as 52 Pick-Up, 
Scrooged, Gremlins 2, and Batman 
and Robin, among many others. 
Glover even played the devil him¬ 
self on the Fox series Brimstone. “I 
let myself be typed as a villain, and 
I don’t want that,” Glover said. But 
the movie roles provide him with 
the financial cushion to make 
more adventurous choices in the 
theater. 

Glover has been coupled for 
eight years with sculptor Adam 
Kurtzman, and if his domestic life 
seems settled, his career remains 
an uncertain succession of tempo¬ 
rary jobs. He has no idea, for ex¬ 
ample, what will follow Hans 
Christian Andersen. 

“That’s the thing that’s been 
hard,” he said, “but I think I’m be¬ 
ginning to just relax about that, 
that this is the career I’m having.” 

It still amazes Glover that his 
mother, a Daughter of the Ameri¬ 
can Revolution, opened the door 
to his life upon the wicked stage. 

“She died a couple of years 
ago,” Glover said. “She had lym¬ 
phoma. I was in New York doing a 
project, and when I arrived home 
for a visit, it had gotten so bad she 
was just sitting in the house in a 
daze. My dad was frightened, and 
kept waiting for me to get home. 
So we called the ambulance, and I 
rode to the hospital with her. And 
as they were wheeling her into the 
emergency room, she looked up at 
me and said, ‘Has anybody recog¬ 
nized you yet?”’ T

night one of the producers men¬ 
tioned to the director that I 
seemed kind of uncomfortable in 
one of my numbers.

When I do it 
tonight, I’ll pretend I’m wearing a 
wig and a lot of makeup, and it 
will be easier for me to sell.’” 

Galster first auditioned with¬ 
out knowing much about the 
show. “I figured it was another gay 
exploitation play — with singing.” 
Once it looked like he was going 
to be cast, he headed to New York 
and saw the show. 

“It was very cute, very sweet, 
very silly, and very gay,” he said. “It 
doesn’t take itself too seriously, 
and yet it asks the audience to 
think about things, even this 
whole trend of nude theater.” 

In New York, Naked Boys 


Singing is running at the Green¬ 
wich Village theater that has been 
home to some of the high-profile 
gay nude shows. “At first I was 
worried about that,” Schrock said. 
“But the audience in New York 
now is almost 50 percent gay and 
straight.” That straight percentage 
is largely heterosexual women 
who can be very expressive during 
performances. 

“It’s always wonderful when we 
have those women in the audi¬ 
ence,” Schrock said. “Gay men go 
to gyms and stuff, so they get the 
opportunity to see that many 
penises all together, but I don’t 
think women do. When was the 
last time a woman saw eight 
penises all in a row?” ▼

The Bay Area Playwrights Fes¬ 
tival bills itself as the place “where 
great plays are born!”

The festival, now its 
23rd year, can count Sam Shepard, 
Anna Deveare Smith, Holly 
Hughes, and David Henry Hwang 
among its graduates. 

Six new works will be present¬ 
ed in a rotating repertory running 
from Sept. 13-24 at the Z Space 
Studios. In this year’s festival, two 
of the six playwrights being show¬ 
cased often deal in gay and lesbian 
themes in their work. 

Brian Thorstenson’s Summer- 
land (Sept. 14 at 8 p.m., Sept. 24 at 
7 p.m.) focuses on a young gay 
man, struggling to escape the iso¬

B lame it on Scotland. That’s 
where the fringe theater 
movement began more than 
50 years ago, sending forth the 
idea for anything-goes, up-by- 
your-bootstraps, shoestring the¬ 
atrical showcases that has since 
spread far and wide. San Francis¬ 
co’s version, running Sept. 7-17, is 
a mere nine years old, 
but it has become one 
the premier fringe festi¬ 
vals on the globe. 

This year, 52 theater 
companies will present 
250 performances at five 
downtown theaters dur¬ 
ing the San Francisco 
Fringe Festival. You 
can check out de¬ 
scriptions and 
schedules for all the 
happenings at www.sffringe.org, 
but several may hold special ap¬ 
peal to lesbian and gay audiences. 

Of course, part of the fun of 
fringe is the risk of the unknown. 
For example, My Penis — In and 
Out of Trouble, a one-man play 
from Los Angeles, and It Came 
From Beneath the Kilt!!!, a home¬ 
grown comedy, have provocative 
titles that challenge their creators 
to deliver on the promise. 

But in the case of Trailer Trash 
Tabloid!, the camp-friendly title 
describes a play that has already 
gone from fringe to mainstream. 
A big hit at the Orlando Fringe 
Festival earlier this year, the 60- 
minute show soon after began a 
commercial run in Orlando that 
will be briefly interrupted so the 
company can go fringe again in 
San Francisco for a six-perfor¬ 
mance run at the Exit Theatre. 

“We’re spending about $8,000 
to come there and make $4,000,” 
said writer-director Lewis Routh. 
“But it will do wonders for our fu¬ 
ture marketing to be able to say 
that we were the sold-out hit of 
the San Francisco Fringe Festival.” 

On the surface at least, Trailer 
Trash Tabloid! looks like a lot like 
Greater Tuna set amid a world 
where homes have wheels. Two 
actors, Michael Wanzie and Doug 
Ba’aser, play in quick-change style 
10 of the colorful male and fe¬ 
males residents of the New Drawl 
City Mobile Home Village in 
Georgia. A long-unsolved murder 
has brought a TV reporter into 
their midst, giving them the 
chance to address their various 
personal agendas. 


“We’ve certainly heard that be¬ 
fore,” Routh said of the Greater 
Tuna comparison, “but the thing I 
hear from people who have seen 
both shows is that ours is funnier.” 

For Routh, an Orlando gay 
theater veteran, Trailer Trash 
marked his first fringe-fest ven¬ 
ture. He wrote it at the behest of 
the two actors, who have their 
own following in Orlando, and 
the material was tailored to their 
talents. 

“They have always 
been in the fringe festi¬ 
val, and Wanzie has al¬ 
ways written the show 
for them,” Routh said. 
“He called me this year, 
and said he didn’t have 
time to write some¬ 
thing. Three days 
later, I handed 
them a script. It 
was one of those 
things where everything clicked.” 

That was certainly the case 
with the elaborately evocative cos¬ 
tumes that professional designer 
Skip Stewart provided at no 
charge. Stewart met cast member 
Wanzie on a gay cruise, and when 
he heard about Trailer Trash, he 
asked to be a part of the project. 

“When he designs for shows at 
Disney, Universal, and Sea World, 
his work is pretty much anony¬ 
mous,” Routh said. “He just wants 
the recognition. I told him I’d give 
him the $200 we had budgeted for 
costumes, and he said, ‘That won’t 
even buy the feathers.’” 

Routh is now rehearsing a sec¬ 
ond cast in Trailer Trash that can 
tour while the original duo con¬ 
tinues the run in Orlando. He is 
also working on a second install¬ 
ment that continues the charac¬ 
ters’ adventures. “And my lover 
has quit his regular job to work 
full-time for the company,” Routh 
said. Trailer Trash Tabloid! is on 
the fringes no more.

Brighde Mullins’ Monkey in the 
Middle (Sept. 13 & 22 at 8 p.m.) 
takes place on the edge of Mojave 
Desert during the dawn of the 
human genome project. An over¬ 
sexed girl with a trigger finger, an 
overzealous career Marine, a dead¬ 
beat dad, and an addled group of 
scientists populate this satire of 
scientific frontiers. Mullins, who 
divides her time between San 
Francisco and New York, is the 


winner of the Jane Chambers 
Award for exploring lesbian sub¬ 
jects in Topographical Eden, staged 
by the Magic Theatre in 1997. 

Other works being featured in

and unproduced little play by the 
master of domestic Sturm und 
Drang, Rainer Werner Fassbinder. 
Written by the 19-year-old Fass¬ 
binder, the play is an amazingly 
prophetic look at the Svengali-like 
lover the adult Fassbinder would 
become. 

Water Drops on Burning Rocks 
begins with a pickup. Fiftyish 
Leopold, an insurance salesman 
whose clients have conveniently 
suicidal tendencies, a kind of 
gone-to-seed Dirk Bogarde, 
brings 20-year-old Franz home to 
his tastefully sterile apartment. 
Franz is a high-strung redhead 
who chain smokes and bites his 
nails. Leopold is good at playing 
games, and Franz hates to lose. 
This couple will be locked togeth¬ 
er, cobra and mongoose, ’til death 
do them part. For Leopold and 
Franz, sex is a fantastic game, and 
everything else is merde! Five 
months pass, and the shy boy is 
now wearing an apron, playing 
the happy housefrau, preening 
and primping for hubby. 

But pleasing Leopold is a losing 
game — he always wants the last 
cigarette, the last word. Leopold 
starts to whisper to the boy about 
making a little money on the side 
— boyfriend becomes wife, wife 
becomes whore, boy becomes girl, 
man becomes bored and looks for 
new plaything. And on and on 
down the sexual food chain. 

Water Drops on Burning Rocks 
is the easiest to admire and the 
hardest to like of Ozon’s films re¬ 
leased in America. As Leopold 
turns the screws on the once-sweet 
Franz, you want to holler at the 
screen, “Kick the old bugger out!” 
But of course, Franz is already be¬ 
coming Leopold, who is in turn 
only a pettier version of that great 
Shavian bully, Henry Higgins. As 
the song goes, “You’ll be sorry, but 
your tears will be too late.” 

Ozon saves his dark side for the 
screen — a pussycat on the set, 
nobody has yet reached for the 
razor blades. While not abusing 
his actors, Ozon has made a good 
career out of killing his father. In 
his short Little Death (La Petite 
Mort), a teenager sneaks a camera 
into the hospital room where his 
father lies dying, blows up the 
photo, cuts out the father’s eyes 
and puts the resulting death mask 
over his own face (a sly parody of 
the Oedipus complex). 


“It’s vengeance. He wants to 
steal his father’s eyes,” says the 
boyishly handsome director as if 
truffles wouldn’t melt in his 
cupid’s bow of a mouth. Follow¬ 
ing a Saturday night Castro 
screening of Criminal Lovers, 
Ozon receives as many marriage 
proposals as serious questions. 
“The story is about the difficulty 
of having a relationship with your 
father when you are gay. My father 
took photographs of me when I 
was young. In the film there is a 
picture of [the young man] as a 
baby. A voiceover explains that 
when his father saw his face, he 
said, ‘It’s not my baby, it’s too 
ugly!’ All his life he thinks his fa¬ 
ther hates him, and at the end of 
the film he understands some¬ 
thing else. 

“It’s my story with my own fa¬ 
ther. I need to kill fathers in my 
films, I know that.” 

Break up the family 

As a kid, Ozon instinctively 
feared his father’s gaze. “My father 
had a Super 8 camera, and I didn’t 
like his films. So one day I took the 
camera and said, ‘Now I will make 
my own films.’ I made family films 
with my brother nude, my sister 
doing strange things.” A cinema 
terrorist, Ozon delights in ripping 
up the bourgeois family album, de¬ 
constructing the prison of family 
life and executing the inmates. 
“One of my short films was the 
story of my brother — he killed all 
the family, my mother, my father 
and my sisters. My family agreed to 
do the film with me because they 
said,‘If you do that in the film, you 
won’t do that in the reality! So we 
prefer to be killed in the film.’” 

A decade later, these sado¬ 
masochistic home movies turn up 
as Ozon’s deliciously dark family 
farce Sitcom, in which Dad dreams 
of assassinating his family. Dad 
turns into a rat whose murder 
frees the family. “I wanted to de¬ 
stroy a family, and at the end of 
the film another family appears — 
a new family with gay people, les¬ 
bian people, sadomasochistic peo¬ 
ple! It’s a family for the new mil¬ 
lennium.” 

Drag is surprisingly absent 
from the body of Ozon’s work, 
with the exception of the short A 
Summer Dress (Une Robe d’Ete). 
Ozon says he was inspired by the 
image of a boy riding a bicycle 
while wearing a dress. A young 
man teases his boyfriend by mani¬ 
acally miming Cher’s recording of 
“Bang-Bang.” Pissed, the 


boyfriend rides to the beach, 
where he has sex with a young 
woman whose dress he borrows. 
The dress, as if spun from Spanish 
Fly, reignites the passion in his 
partner, who lustfully rips it from 
his body. Ozon resists sentimen¬ 
talizing the relationship between 
the two boys and makes the Cher 
song do double duty, both de¬ 
scribing the relationship and mo¬ 
tivating the fight that fuels their 
lovemaking. Ozon is proud that A 
Summer Dress was the most pop¬ 
ular of his gay-themed shorts in 
France. “The film arrived at a time 
when we discovered that you 
could have a sexual life with AIDS 
[and] without guilt, that you 
could have sex with condoms and 
do what you liked to do.” 

Race plays a subversive role in 
two of the films. In Sitcom, a 
young man’s dinner table declara¬ 
tion of his homosexuality leads to 
his seduction by the African hus¬ 
band of his family’s maid. Crimi¬ 
nal Lovers pivots around a teenage 
girl’s twin desires, lust and homi¬ 
cide towards a handsome Algerian 
boxer. The naive French boy’s im-

Times of Hank Greenberg, opening 
Friday, tells the story of America’s 
first Jewish diamond star. “Ham¬ 
merin’ Hank” Greenberg was 
raised in New York, but had to go 
to Detroit to break into the show. 
Suiting up just as Babe Ruth 
passed his prime and Hitler field¬ 
ed his Brown Shirt team, Green¬ 
berg was a role model for a gener¬ 
ation of Jewish men at a time 
when your religion determined 
where you could earn a living. 

New York Times columnist Ira 
Berkow was too young to see 
Greenberg swing for Ruth’s single¬ 
season home run record, or power 
the Detroit Tigers into four World 
Series in 10 years, but Berkow re¬ 
members “my uncles talking 
about Greenberg’s baseball ex¬ 
ploits as if he were a kind of bea¬ 
con for them. He was the first 
truly great Jewish ballplayer and, 
ironically, a power-hitter in the 
1930s, when the position of the 
Jews in the world — especially, of 
course, in Hitler’s Germany — 
grew weaker.” 

Harvard’s Alan Dershowitz re¬ 
calls another irony of Jewish ath¬ 
letics. “I remember my family 
cheering for Hank to succeed, but 


potence with her conceals a 
nascent attraction to the Arab boy 
he murders. 

At the heart of Criminal Lovers 
is Ozon’s fascination for the 
women he calls his “screen bitch¬ 
es. I enjoy giving to female char¬ 
acters that same cruelty normally 
seen in men. Feminine manipula¬ 
tion is always much stronger, 
much more exciting. There is a 
particular sensuality in a woman’s 
cruelty. In my short See The Sea 
(Regarde La Mer), I showed out¬ 
right the truly evil nature of the 
character played by Marina de Van 
without any psychological expli¬ 
cation for the cruelty of her acts.” 

In See The Sea, a twentysome¬ 
thing American woman, Sasha, 
nurses her infant child near a re¬ 
mote beach while awaiting the re¬ 
turn of her French hubby. A 
young backpacker, Titania, asks to 
pitch her tent. Charmlessly 
anti-bourgeois, Titania licks her 
plate clean, sticks Sasha’s tooth¬ 
brush in the toilet and has a 
creepy affinity for the kid. Ozon 
gradually increases the volume of 
dread in this seaside Rosemary’s 


always that fear would creep in: 
maybe he shouldn’t hit too many 
home runs — get close to the 
Babe’s record but not break it, so 
as not to fan anti-Semitism.” 

Anti-Semitism, as the film 
poignantly demonstrates, was at a 
full gallop in the ’30s. An umpire 
is seen halting a 1935 game to 
quell Jew-baiting from the oppos¬ 
ing dugout, and many experts still 
believe that Greenberg was walked 
a suspicious number of times dur¬ 
ing the 1938 season, as he fell just 
two homers short of matching the 
Catholic Ruth’s feat. Greenberg 
would be fated to play his last sea¬ 
son in 1947, the year Jackie Robin¬ 
son endured a torrent of racial 
abuse — Greenberg is shown 
being one of the first white players 
to support Robinson on the field. 

Swing from the heels 

The Life and Times of Hank 
Greenberg mixes contemporary 
interviews with the familiar grainy 
shots of Greenberg swinging from 
the heels. A big guy for his time, 
he had the look of a half-filled 
dump truck trying to pave over 
rather than merely circle the bases. 
An all-too-brief but amusing in¬ 
terview with the late Walter 
Matthau produces the quip, “I 
grew up wanting to be Hank 
Greenberg.” Viewers fill in the 


Baby. Sasha goes searching 
through Titania’s tent, reading her 
diary, perhaps fantasizing about 
being free to float through life. 
The film’s shattering climax ar¬ 
rives with the husband, and with 
it, I feared was going to come my 
first cinema girlriot.

Now, Francois Ozon has the 
charm and looks of a movie star, 
built like the sets at Disneyland to 
5/6 life-scale.

Ozon is bemused by the sexual 
politics of the Roxie audience.

There is no lesbian relationship 
between the women, but the 
American lesbians recognized and 
identified with the stranger girl, 
and they don’t like the image of 
this woman because it’s not posi¬ 
tive. But I didn’t want to make a 
lesbian film, I just wanted to make 
a story about a criminal female.” T 


punch line — but I had to settle 
for The Bad News Bears. 

Role models have to be visible 
to be models. Recently, gay fans 
have had a glimpse into the lock¬ 
er room, but only after our guys 
have hung ’em up. The horror sto¬ 
ries of Glenn Burke, umpire Dave 
Pallone and even Dodger manag¬ 
er Tommy Lasorda’s gay son didn’t 
make Advocate cover boy Billy 
Bean feel like coming out before 
retiring from a 10-year career with 
three teams. “I knew I was one 
step away from someone yelling, 
‘Get the fuck out, you don’t be¬ 
long here!”’ 

Well-intentioned and fitfully 
moving, The Life and Times of 
Hank Greenberg just misses scor¬ 
ing with today’s turned-around 
ballcap X-Games crowd. Green¬ 
berg, in the end, was just the kind 
of well-paid sports idol that our 
times are revolting against. I’m 
holding out for the film of Behind 
The Mask, where gay ump Pallone 
stands up against baseball’s 
all-star felon Pete Rose, as 
“Charley Hustle” tries to get a sta¬ 
dium mob to literally run the 
queer boy off the field. T
